THE DANGERS OF 
TANK PAINTING 





ee since the first scuba tanks were 
produced more than 30 years ago, 
divers have been trying to paint them. 
The abrasive combination of sun, sand, 
sea and rocking boats can ruin even the 
most durable finish. Within months, most 
tanks show evidence of hard wear. 
Scratches, gouges, pits and blisters pro- 
duce an unsightly appearance and many 
tank owners seek a method of refinishing 
them. In many tropical resort areas, tanks 
are repainted twice a year to prevent rust- 
ing or other damage to the exterior. 

| would guess divers have tried just 
about every possible paint preparation 
known to man. Their refinishing attempts 
span the entire spectrum of hard enam- 
els, fancy lacquer coatings, epoxy paints, 
vinyl dips and more. Until recently, this 
preoccupation with tank painting had not 
been much of a problem. Unfortunately, 
new technologies in one industry can 
sometimes create serious problems for 
another. This happened several times in 
the world of diving. 

Two Florida divers felt the need to re- 
paint three aluminum scuba tanks. They 
took their tanks to a powder paint compa- 
ny that specialized in a new process for 
achieving a durable paint coating. 

First, the tanks were sandblasted to re- 
move all traces of the original factory 
paint job. Next, they were painted by a 
special process using a metallic pow- 
dered paint. Finally, the three tanks were 
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placed into an oven and cured at a high 
temperature. The divers were not familiar 
with the bake-on procedure and the paint 
company knew nothing about scuba 
tanks and the tremendous pressures in- 
volved. They had never treated any scu- 
ba tanks before. 

Sometime after the refinishing was 
completed, one of the two Florida divers 
took his newly painted tank to a dive 
shop for filling. It exploded before reach- 
ing the designated working pressure and 
injured five people who happened to be 
in the store at the time. The employee fill- 
ing the tank suffered a broken arm and 
other injuries, but luckily survived the ex- 
perience. The blast ripped through the 
side wall of the dive store and shattered 
the front window. The store's interior was 
a shambles. 

Four days later, the other Florida diver 
took his two tanks into another dive shop 
for tank inspection and filling. The first of 


these two tanks also exploded while be- - 


ing filled. The dive store owner lost both 
his legs in the accident. Needless to say 
this store was also demolished. 

These two tragic scuba tank accidents 
in less than one week caused shock 
waves throughout the dive industry. Dive 
equipment manufacturers and distribu- 
tors suddenly focused their attention on 
an entirely new hazard that never before 
existed. This was the first time scuba 
tanks exploded as a result of a paint job! 


What exactly happened in the case of 
these two explosions? Very simply, the 
paint curing process used for the refinish- 
ing had reduced the tensile strength of 
the aluminum scuba tanks involved. 
When this alloy is heated to temperatures 
in excess of 400°F, the metallurgical 
structure is altered. While these heat- 
damaged scuba tanks may have ap- 
peared perfect they were no longer the 
same sturdy pressure vessels they were 
prior to the painting process. 

As a result of investigations and stud- 
ies of the damaged tanks involved, both 
the Dacor Corporation and U.S. Divers 
Company issued warning bulletins to dive 
stores, resort operators and all scuba in- 
structor associations. These companies 
warned divers not to use paint or refinish- 
ing processes that involve high tempera- 
tures for curing or baking. They also rec- 
ommended that compressor operators 
be careful of freshly painted tanks and 
verify that a hydrostatic test was com- 
pleted after the new paint job. The warn- 
ings apply to a// dive cylinders. 

Any aluminum scuba tank that has 
been subjected to any sort of action by 
fire should not be used. If there is any 
question about the degree of heat or 
damage involved, a hydrostatic test 
should be conducted prior to filling. 

If you have a scuba tank that you sus- 
pect has been subjected to any painting 
process that involved a high temperature, 
have it hydrostatically tested before filling 
or further use. If you are planning to have 
your scuba tank repainted, be sure no 
heat is applied to it. If you are in doubt 
about the paint process you intend to 
use, discuss the matter with your local 
dive shop owner or contact the cylinder 
manufacturer. Tampering with a scuba 
tank finish can be a shattering experience 
for both the tank and its owner. xs

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Answers: Charter Boat Exits 


1. D, C, A, B. The best technique is to 
begin and end at the anchor on the 
bottom, provided the boat is not an- 
chored in depths too deep for safe div- 
ing. Following a bearing to the boat at 
a shallow depth is OK for conserving 
air, but skimming just beneath the sur- 
face is dangerous because you cannot 
be seen by boaters. Swim at a depth 
of 15 feet or greater (this is also a 
form of safety decompression) or snor- 
kel at the surface. 


2. C. There is danger at the entry 
points along the sides of the boat. The 
best method is to swim wide of the 
boat until clear of the entry area and 
then to angle sharply toward the exit 
platform. A current/tag line should be 
available for assistance if you are car- 
ried slightly past the platform. Avoid 
surfacing directly under the platform. 
You could be injured by falling objects. 


3. A, B, D, C. C should not even be 
considered an option. If little or no 
headway can be made against a cur- 
rent, fighting it is hazardous. Remem- 
ber that a current is weakest on the 
bottom, so you can make better prog- 
ress against it there. Don’t swim if a 
current/tag line is available for use— 
and one should be. 


4. C. On the current/tag line. A line 
is usually trailed out behind the boat 
with a float on the end. This line as- 
sists divers who end up downstream 
from the vessel. The line is also useful 
as a holding area when a number of 
divers are waiting to exit. 


5. C. Maintain your position and 
wait for the platform to return to 
you —providing there is no strong cur- 
rent. The boat usually swings in an arc 
on the anchorline as the wind catches 
One side and sets the vessel in motion. 
As the opposite side of the boat 
swings into the wind, the boat stops, 
then reverses direction. The stronger 
the wind, the greater the effect. Don’t 
be alarmed if the boat swings away. As 
long as there is no current, be patient, 
and it will come back to you. 


6. A. The arm, fingers and thumb 
straight. If the hand is wrapped around 
something (especially through a slot), it 
can get caught when the platform 
raises. Keep the platform at arm’s 
length with the elbow locked and you 
will not be struck by the moving plat- 
form. If the arm is allowed to bend, you 
can be pulled beneath the platform 
when it raises, then struck by it when it 
comes back down. Be careful! 


7. B. In rough water, hold onto the 
platform as described in No. 6 and 
time the water motion. As the platform 
comes down, quickly pull yourself onto 
it. The center is preferred because 
there is less vertical movement than at 
the ends. 


8. C, D, B, A. Hand items to a crew 
member or another diver aboard the 
boat whenever possible. Be sure 
spearguns are uncocked and handled 
safely. Don’t forget to remove any gear 
lines from the water before the boat 
gets underway! (! don’t like to use 
them and some boats don’t allow 
them.) Setting items on the exit plat- 
form temporarily is a good way to lose 
them. 


9. D. None of the above. The mask 
should remain in place or be pulled 
down around your neck until you are 
aboard the boat. Fins should not be re- 
moved until you are on the exit plat- 
form. Weights and scuba may be re- 
moved in the water in some circum- 
stances, but this should be done only if 
you are directed to do so by the crew. 
Otherwise, wear all equipment out of 
the water and remove only the fins on 
the exit platform. If removing weights 
and scuba in the water, remove the 
weights first. 


10. D. Weights and weightbelts are 
sometimes dropped at the exit platform 
because divers do not handle them 
properly. Falling lead is a good reason 
to avoid the area directly under the 
platform. The best procedure is to 
wear the belt until aboard the boat. 


11. D. As described in No. 5, the boat 
usually swings in an arc. This means 
an object dropped from the platform 
can be anywhere along that arc or 
slightly behind it. It is not very easy to 
find items dropped from a platform un- 
less the water is quite clear, so be 
careful and prevent losses. 


If you answered eight or more questions correctly, you are well trained 
and/or highly experienced. I’m sure procedures in some areas differ 
from those described, but the ones presented apply in most instances, 
so you can't credit yourself for local variations! This brings us to a good 
point. No matter how good you are as a diver, always get an orientation 
to a new area. This is especially important regarding entry and exit pro-

The three former U-boat 
crewmen, whose average age Is 65, visit- 
ed the naval station where they were first 
imprisoned. They were greeted there by 
an 80 year old former U.S. Navy com-

was their home and could have been 
their grave. 

The Germans, American naval person- 
nel and everybody involved in the reunion 
offered kudos to Ed Caram whose dili- 
gent research and relentless persistence 
proved that dreams still do come true.

The Gener- 
al Gordon wreck near Hilton Head, for 
example, ran aground when corn in her 
hold got wet and threatened to burst her 
seams. An excellent dive not listed in our 
guide is the BP-25, a 160 foot long oil 
tanker that sank in November 1985. She 
lies in 100 feet of water, 30 miles off Myr- 
tle Beach. Visibility is good and the Loran 
C coordinates are 45306.0/59551.4.”’

Russell Mathews, Newport, Rhode Is- 
land, contributes more information about 
the Titanic’s sister ships. Mathews says, 
“Carl Panzarella asked to know more 
about the TJitanic’s sister ship and you 
provided him with a capsule history of the 
Olympic. Actually, the White Star Line 
built three Olympic class ships. The third 
was to be named Gigantic, but after the 
Titanic disaster, they opted for a more 
creative name, Britannic. Considerably 
larger than the Titanic, with several de- 
sign improvements, the Britannic was 
launched in 1914. Soon thereafter she 
was taken over by the British government 
for use as a hospital ship. On her fifth 
voyage, the HMS Britannic struck a mine 
and sank within one hour. She was the 
largest single loss of tonnage in World 
War I.”’ 

Andy Wolfe, Livermore, California, is 
curious about shipwrecks in or near 
Drake’s Bay, California, just north of the 
Golden Gate. He says these ships are 
supposed to be fairly old, well preserved 
and in shallow water. Andy wants to 
know where he and his buddies can lo- 
cate more information about them.

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ne of the largest populations of com- 
mercial divers in the world resides in 
the western Pacific and is involved in har- 
vesting shellfish and seaweed from the 
sea. These divers are mainly women and 
have been working in this occupation for 
more than 2,000 years. They are the Ama 
divers of Japan. These women harvest 
food from the sea by free diving as deep 
as 75 feet. The Japanese even depicted 
the Ama in their ancient art. 
The Ama have been studied by several 
groups of physiologists. They have pro- 
vided us with useful information on re- 
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They are women in their teens and early 
20s who free dive to depths of 10-20 feet. 
They work from a float, which is often a 
wooden tub also used to store their har- 
vest. These women work in teams of five 
or six and are serviced by a boatman 
who collects their harvest. There is also 
a resting place on the boat and often, a 
small stove for warmth. The divers may 
work for two to three hours making 20-30 
dives to collect seaweed or shellfish. 
The experienced divers are called 
Funado. They are women of 30-50 years 
of age and older. They may descend 60-

duced oxygen and high carbon dioxide 
tolerance, on cold stress and on some 
aspects of decompression sickness. We 
have learned a significant amount about 
the physiology of breath-hold diving from 
these divers. 

Although diving is a less popular occu- 
pation for women in modern Japan than 
it was in past years, there are still Ama 
divers. They have an apprenticeship pro- 
gram that allows new, younger divers to 
work at shallow depths until they are 
more experienced. Their methods of div- 
ing follow different patterns, depending 
on their experience, the local sea condi- 
tions and regional customs, which have 
evolved over many centuries. 

The novice divers are called Cachido. 
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75 feet to collect their harvest. The Funa- 
do works as a single diver from a boat in 
which a boatman provides assistance. 
The Funados use a 20-30 pound weight- 
ed line, held by the boatman, to descend 
rapidly to the bottom. The diver is also 
tethered by a line. After she descends, 
the boatman holds her line. A few tugs on 
it signals the boatman to pull her up. 
When the diver reaches the surface, she 
rests at the side of the boat while the 
boatman hauls the descent line back up 
for the next dive. Periodically, the diver 
rests in the boat and warms up for the 
next series of dives. 

The boatman’s job is critical, since he 
must be aware of the diver’s bottom time 
and capabilities, be looking out for cur-

rents, reefs and sharks, and continuously 
work at pulling diver or weight to the sur- 
face. The boatman is usually the husband 
or brother of the diver. 

The diver works a full day to collect 
food and other commercially useful prod- 
ucts from the sea. Bottom time is usually 
between 45 and 60 seconds. With the 
many dives performed in a day’s work, 
the short bottom times do not limit the div- 
er’s ability to collect an adequate harvest. 

The harvest of the Ama varies, depend- 
ing on the local marine life, the depth of 
the bottom and the local market de- 
mands. Abalone, clams and mussels are 
in high demand and several types of sea- 
weed are also harvested. Some sea- 
weeds are used for food, while some are 
sold for extraction of agar, a jelly-like 
substance used in food preparation and 
in medical applications. Although this is 
not true in modern times, in past years, 
the Ama were among the better paid 
women workers of Japan. 

The medical problems encountered by 
the Ama are primarily owing to their envi- 
ronment. These divers often develop 
damage to their ears from the rapid de- 
scent that occurs when diving with a 
heavy weight. It is likely that ear injury 
from squeeze occurs early in their diving 
careers and is later ignored. There are 
continuous problems with hypothermia. 
Most of the Ama do not wear wetsuits. 
They may wear a cloth wrap, and some- 
times in warmer waters, dive nude. In 
colder waters, some of the divers have 
begun to use wetsuits, usually to cover 
their legs. With the long water exposure 
that occurs in daily diving, they often de- 
velop hypothermia after diving for a 
whole day. Their diving routine allows 
them to return to shore, or to a boat to get 
warm after several hours of diving, but 
the short intervals are not enough to 
maintain thermal balance. 

Decompression sickness can occur in. 
free divers and studies have been done 
in several such populations in the Pacific 
to determine the diving patterns that can 
result in this. The Ama dive profiles for re- 
peated breath-hold dives rarely result in 
decompression sickness. The accumula- 
tion of nitrogen by continuous repetitive 
dives and the risk of decompression sick- 
ness are minimized by working at depths 
around 60 feet maximum and by rest pe- 
riods, which serve for removal of tissue 
nitrogen as well as for rewarming. Some 
deep free divers, who harvest pearl oy- 
sters, have been known to develop DCS. 
These divers are usually males who de- 
scend 100 feet or more and utilize short 
surface intervals. The disease, called 
Taravana, is feared by these divers be- 
cause it can prevent further diving. 

At one time, the Ama were the largest 
community of commercial divers in the 
world. Their numbers have diminished 
over the past 20-30 years, but this tradi- 
tion, that began more than 2,000 years 
ago, Continues. »%

THE GOURMET DIVER 





A ae about any place you find saltwater, 
rocks, caves and crevices, there are 
bound to be lobsters. In New England 
they are known as New England, Ameri- 
can or Maine lobsters, notorious for their 
claws. In Florida, they are referred to as 
crawfish. In California and Baja it is the 
spiny lobster divers seek. 

Lobsters seem to be everywhere. Ha- 
waii and the Caribbean have several vari- 
eties, including the spiny and the shovel- 
nose or slipper lobster. But, lobster in 
North Carolina? | too, had my doubts, as 
| descended on one of the many wrecks 
that give North Carolina’s waters the 
name Graveyard of the Atlantic. 

We had spent eight hours traveling to 
the Mystery Wreck on Ed Wolfe's Whip- 
saw, out of Atlantic Beach. Aside from 
dive trips, Ed runs fishing trips and in pur- 
suit of the most prolific fishing areas, is 
always coming across promising bottom 
profiles. Each year he opens one new 
wreck to divers. These are almost always 
prolific. lf there isn't an abundance of 
brass, there is an abundance of game. 

Ed called his new 1985 dive site The 
Mystery Wreck. Our experience was not 
the usual lobster dive, read about in a 
magazine or heard about from friends. 
This one started at the anchor line and 
took us 130 feet below the surface of the 
ocean so far from shore that no land was

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Diving News 
rom Down Under 


Coral Sea Pilgrimage.

egend has it Australia's finest diving 

lies 250 miles out into the Coral Sea. 
Legend is right. It is among the fabled 
coral atolls of Marion and Dart Reefs that 
one finds the stunning 250 to 300 foot U/ 
W visibility. This is where the water is pur- 
est; billions of coral polyps work their 
magic, filtering and cleaning the ocean. 

The Coral Sea is truly a unique part of 
the globe, still untouched by pollution or 
commercialization. The waters abound 
with great schools of barracuda and 
jacks. Huge Napoleon wrasse lumber 
along the reef as sea snakes zigzag 
among the corals. Soft corals of every 
color grow into giant trees six feet tall. 
Turtles cruise by slowly, eyeballing div- 
ers. A lifetime of thrills can be experi- 
enced in just one week, for the Coral Sea 
is diving at its best. 

Legend also has it that venerated fish 
photographer and author, Carl Roessler, 
personally leads a dive tour to this en- 
chanted sea each October. Again, legend 
is correct. As president of See & Sea 
Travel, Roessler is making preparations 
to conduct his nineteenth pilgrimage to 
Marion Reef and the surrounding Coral 
Sea sites. He has not missed a year since 
1972 and this year will be no exception. 

As America’s most experienced Coral 
Sea traveler, Roessler reports diving in 
this area is especially good from early 
October through Christmas. This year, 
see & Sea has chartered the world fa- 
mous Reef Explorer for the season and 
will be running a total of six Grand Tours 
to the best dive sites in the Northern and 
Southern Coral Sea. 

The Reef Explorer is rated as one of 
Australia’s top live-aboard dive boats and 
is well known to American travelers. The 
vessel is 63 feet long and can carry up to 
12 guests. She is powered by twin die- 
sels and cruises at a speed of nine knots. 
She is equipped with highly sophisticated 
navigation equipment, including sidescan 
sonar, radar and a satellite navigator for 
accurately pinpointing remote ocean 
reefs such as Marion. Diving facilities in- 
clude: two air compressors, an air stor- 
age bank, a stern diving platform, dive 
gear lockers, and 1,500 watt surface 
lights for night diving. The vessel is fully 
air-conditioned. 

A highlight of this year’s Coral Sea 


cruises is a visit to the Yongala, one of 
Australia’s most ‘beautiful and exciting 
shipwrecks. It lies 100 feet deep and is 
swarming with eagle rays, batfish, turtles, 
cobia and yellowtail jacks. A school of 
barracuda hangs above the wreck and 
several giant Queensland grouper live in- 
side. Last year, Roessler sighted and 
photographed a rare sawfish here.

visible. AS we descended, we searched 
the waters below us carefully, knowing 
our bottom time was severely restricted. 

North Carolina is the northernmost 
range of Panulirus argus (the spiny lob- 
ster). This species can attain a length of 
more than two feet and weigh more than 
30 pounds. Specimens of that size, how- 
ever, are seldom seen today. One of the 
few places one could expect to see them 
would be on a virgin shipwreck. On the 
way out, we had daydreamed of lobsters 
that weighed 10-20 pounds and required 
both hands and body to wrestle to the 
surface. We were not to be disappointed. 

Down on the bottom, huge lobster 
were everywhere! Every crack and crev- 





ice seemed to bristle with antennae. On 
Our one, very short dive, our small group 
grabbed 60, with the average weight be- 
ing 15 pounds. 

Our methods of capturing these 
scavengers of the sea were not different 
from those of other spiny lobster catch- 
ers. Usually, we worked in buddy teams. 
My partner, Dan Rittschof, and | both saw 
one bug at the same time. As | was swim- 
ming to the other side of the wreckage, 
he grabbed the lobster’s horns. He al- 
most had the creature out of its den when 
it suddenly began making progress in the 
opposite direction. This was because |, 
not knowing he had a firm grip on the ani- 
mal, had grabbed its tail. The tug of war 
continued for several minutes, with both 
of us absolutely amazed by the bug’s in- 
credible strength. It wasn’t until we were 
back on the boat—swapping stories—that 
we realized what had happened. 

Lobster taking is usually regulated by 
each state’s fish and game department. 
North Carolina, however, has no laws 
whatsoever regarding the spiny lobster. 
As a general rule of thumb, take only 
what you need and eat all that you take. 
And, egg bearing females should never 
be kept. You might enjoy a delicious 
meal, but you are sacrificing future gen-

PREPARATION 

There are two things to be careful 
about when preparing the camera for 
use: (1) Don’t overgrease the O-rings. 
The grease doesn't make the watertight 
seal, it only protects the O-rings from 
abrasion. (2) When replacing the battery 
compartment lid, press it squarely to the 
camera body. Otherwise, it can easily 
cross-thread.

WHY DOESN’T THE AUTO 
WORK? 

You closed the camera back, set the 
film speed for A (automatic) and are 
peering into the viewfinder as you de- 
press the shutter release partway. The 
manual says you should see a display, 
but there isn't one there! Don’t panic: You 
must advance to frame number 1 (with or 
without film in the camera) before the sys- 
tem turns on. 

You set the film speed dial for A and 
triggered the shutter while the camera 
was resting face down on the table. You 
try to work the film advance lever again, 
but both it and the shutter release are 
jammed! Again, don’t panic: Because the 
automatic system saw only darkness 
when the lens was face down on the ta- 
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ble, the shutter is staying open for a long 
exposure. The same thing happens if the 
lens cap is on or anytime the automatic 
sees only darkness. Simply turn the shut- 
ter speed dial to any other speed and the 
shutter will close. 

You depressed the shutter release 
halfway for a couple of seconds to turn 
the metering system on and are looking 
at the display in the viewfinder. Suddenly, 
it shuts off! Nothing is wrong—the system 
just shut itself off about 16 seconds after 
you removed your finger from the re- 
lease. Depress it again to turn the meter 
back on. 

You advanced past frame number 1 on 
the film counter and depressed the shut- 
ter release halfway, but the automatic 
system still hasn't turned on. Now what's

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wrong? If you are using the camera for 
the first time, you probably installed the 
battery upside down. If the camera has 
been used awhile, clean the ends of the 
battery as well as the contact points on 
the lid and inside the battery compart- 
ment with a pencil eraser. Oxides can 
form on these surfaces and block the 
flow of electricity. Also, some aging lithi- 
um batteries may be strong enough to 
power the automatic exposure control, 
but not be strong enough to turn on the 
viewfinder display. 


MASTERING A (AUTO) 

Let's go through the steps for making 
sunlight exposures: 

1. Put your 35 or 28mm lens on so the 
aperture control knob (the black one) will 
be controlled by your left hand, and set 
the aperture for f/22. 

2. Set the ISO film speed dial for 50 (for 
this example). 

3. Set the shutter speed dial for A. 

4. Advance to frame number 1 to turn 
on the system. 

5. Aim the camera at a window or an 
average outdoor scene, look into the 
viewfinder and depress the shutter re- 
lease halfway. The blinking red arrow- 
head in the lower part of the window tells 
you the auto control will select a shutter 
speed slower than 1/30 second. 

6. Start turning the aperture control 
knob away from you until the arrowhead 
disappears and a 30 appears in the view- 
finder. The auto control has selected a 
shutter speed of 1/30 second. 

7. Continue turning the control knob 
until you see both a 60 and a 30 in the 
viewfinder. The auto control has selected 
a shutter speed somewhere between 1/ 
60 and 1/30 second. If you continue turn- 
ing, the control will select even faster 
shutter speeds. 

The A (auto) mode is an aperture-pre- 
ferred system. You select the aperture 
and the camera automatically selects the 
shutter speed. You turn the control knob 
until a satisfactory shutter speed is dis- 
played. Generally, 1/60 second is OK for 
stationary subjects, but faster speeds are 
better for moving subjects. Note: By plac- 
ing the 35 or 28mm lens on the camera 
so the aperture control is on the left and 
preset for f/22, you always turn the knob 
in. the same direction and see the view- 
finder displays in the same sequence 
when you operate the aperture control. 


USING MANUAL SHUTTER 
SPEEDS 

Even if you want to set the shutter 
speed manually (1/60 second for this ex- 
ample), you still use the built-in metering 
system. Here's how it works: 

1. Repeat the first four steps in the pre- 
vious section, except set the shutter 
speed dial for 1/60 second. 
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2. Aim the camera at a window or aver- 
age outdoor scene, look into the view- 
finder and depress the shutter release 
halfway. You will see a glowing 60 and 
the blinking arrowhead underexposure 
warning. The blinking arrowhead means 
there isn’t enough light for an exposure at 
1/60 second and f/22. 

3. Turn the aperture control Knob away 
from you until you see both the glowing 
60 (the shutter speed you set manually) 
and a blinking 30. The blinking 30 means 
1/30 second is the correct shutter speed 
for the aperture selected. The picture will 
be underexposed by one f/stop! 

4. Continue turning the aperture control 
knob until you see only the glowing 60 in 
the viewfinder. The glowing 60 means 1/ 
60 second is the correct shutter speed for 
the aperture you selected. This is the dis- 
play you want! 

5. Continue turning the aperture control 
knob until you see a blinking 125 to the 
left of the glowing 60. The blinking 125 
means 1/125 second is the correct shut- 
ter speed for the aperture selected. The 
picture will be overexposed by one f/stop 
at this setting. 


M90 (MANUAL, 1/90 SECOND) 

If you set the shutter speed dial for 
M90, the built-in metering systems are 
shut off and the shutter locks at 1/90 sec- 
ond. Use M90 if the camera battery dies. 


BRIGHTER THAN AVERAGE 
SCENES 

A scene that is brighter than average 
may fool the automatic system—the sys- 
tem wants to darken it to make it average. 
Thus, to keep a bright scene bright, you 
may want the automatic control to give 
the picture more exposure. To be safe, 
take one picture with the exposure the 
metering system provides and take a 
second picture with more exposure. 
These are bracketed exposures—you 
bracketed to more exposure. 

To increase exposure when using A, 
set the film speed dial for a lower film 
speed than you are actually using. For 
example, setting the dial for 50 when you 
are using [SO 100 film causes the auto- 
matic to increase exposure by one f/ 
stop. (Note: The consecutive ISO num- 
bers on the film speed dial are one f/stop 
apart; the consecutive marks are one- 
third f/stop apart.) 

To increase exposure when using a 
manually set shutter speed (1/60 second 
for this example) adjust the aperture con- 
trol Knob until you see both a glowing 60 
and a blinking 125 in the viewfinder. 


DARKER THAN AVERAGE 
SCENES 
lf you are photographing a dark scene, 
the automatic system wants to lighten the 
scene to an average gray. To keep a dark 
scene dark, bracket to less exposure. 





When using A reset the film speed dial 
for a higher film speed than you're actual- 
ly using. When using manually set shutter 
speeds (1/60 second for this example) 
adjust the exposure control until you see 
both a glowing 60 and a blinking 30 in the 
viewfinder. 


CHECK THE FOCUS 

lf you are accustomed to SLR viewfind- 
ing and focusing, you may forget to set 
the focus with a Nikonos V. Because the 
image in the viewfinder looks sharp to 
your eye, you may assume the lens is set 
for the correct focus. But this may not be 
so: Estimate the camera-to-subject dis- 
tance by eye and set the focus (silver 
control knob) for that distance. The two 
little red indicators that move along the 
distance scale show depth of field—the 
area in front of the camera that will be in 
reasonably sharp focus. 


YOUR FIRST PICTURES 

Begin with topside snapshots—it’s a lot 
easier than fumbling around with a new 
camera underwater. And, when you take 
your first U/W pictures, leave the strobe 
behind and begin with some sunlight ex- 
posures. Master the automatic controls 
before adding the extra complexities of a 
strobe. Take one step at a time, and 
you ll cover more ground. 


THE CAP FELL OFF! 

The small rubber cap that covers the 
screwhead at the top of the film advance 
lever will probably fall off sooner or later. 
Don’t panic: All the cap did was trap salt- 
water. Leave it off and you’ll have fewer 
corrosion problems. »#% 


After you have read this article, see if 
you can answer these questions. 


TESTING YOUR 
UNDERSTANDING 


Problem: You are shooting an upward 
silhouette of divers swimming down to- 
ward you. The bright ball of sun is close 
to the center of your picture. What 
should you do? 

Solution: Bracket one and two stops 
more exposure. Otherwise the metering 
system will reduce sunlight to an aver- 
age gray and underexpose the picture. 

Problem: You are aiming your Ni- 
konos V at the dark interior of a ship- 
wreck. The open hatchways and port- 
holes are bright, but the bulkhead in the 
center of your picture is dark. What 
should you do? 

Solution: Bracket to less exposure. 
Otherwise, the metering system will tend 
to lighten the dark bulkhead to an aver- 
age gray and overexpose the hatchways 
and portholes.

erations of lobsters, a practice that could 
eventually deplete this fishery. 

What goes out must come in. We made 
one more dive, this one on 23 Mile Reef, 
about four hours from the Mystery Wreck,

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ou have seen their boats everywhere. 

Often trailed behind island bound 
sailboats or mounted on the deck of luxu- 
rious motor yachts, they are the mo-peds, 
bicycles and water taxis of many live- 
aboard vessels. Also the primary dive 
boats at several dozen resorts around the 
world, they are Boston Whalers, getting 
you where you want to go without regard 
to the weather. And, they seem to be all 
but indestructible. 

With the same distinctive, close to the 
water hull shape, Boston Whalers have 
been around for a long time. Since 1959 
thousands upon thousands have been 
sold and I|’d bet you can still find a bunch 
of the very first ones at work right now. 
They have been so widely used as din- 
ghies that in places around the globe the 
name Boston is synonymous with any- 
thing that floats and can get you from 
yacht to shore. Whalers have an almost 
incredible reputation for seaworthiness, 
Stability and durability. You can fill them 
to the top of the gunwales with water and 
they will still float! 

In the past, Whalers have been primari- 
ly open hulls with an outboard at the 
stern. The operator sat at the rear and 
manually controlled the motor. Seating 
was only in the form of flat benches. Now 
Whalers are growing up to become full 
blown sport boats with control consoles, 
padded seating, non-skid decks, storage 
Space and sportsmen’s options. 

The new Guardian 17 foot dive boat is 
built around the same proven hull that 
has made Boston Whaler so reliable. A 
lot of things have been added to make it 
a really useful dive boat whether you are 
operating it from your yacht or from its 
trailer. The console has purposely been 
placed well forward to permit eight feet of 
useable cockpit space. The console Is fi- 
berglass with a plexiglass windshield and 
Stainless steel grab rails. Instrumentation 
available includes a tachometer, com- 
pass and trim. Standing behind the stain- 
less steel wheel, the operator has a pad- 
ded lean post with removable upholstery 
on which to brace himself. Passenger 
seating for three is directly behind the op- 
erator’s position. 

A grab bar at the stern can be used as 
a brace while you are lifting tanks from 
the built-in rack that holds six tanks. On 
the deck, optional tread (highly recom- 
mended) of resilient rubber softens the

blow of tanks and weightbelts should 
they be dropped on the cockpit floor. 

With enough room for four divers, the 
Guardian has a heavy duty stainless steel 
rail just inches above the waterline on 
either side. A dive ladder (included) can 
be put over either side near the stern. 
Here, heavy duty ladder rails rise at an in- 
ward slant approximately one and one- 
half feet above the gunwales to make re- 
boarding easier. Just in front of the con- 
sole, a flag post is built-in. The post 
places your divers down flag well above 
the water line, making it easy for other 
boats to spot. An optional floodlight as- 
sembly can also be added to the post for 
operating and diving at night. 

The Guardian 17 foot Whaler is molded 
of heavy fiberglass laminate throughout 
and comes with a ten year transferable 
hull warranty. Its overall length is 16 feet 
7 inches, with a beam of 6 feet 2 inches 
and a draft of 9 inches without a load. 
Weighing in at 1,200 pounds, it has a 
maximum load capacity of 1,400 pounds 
or seven persons. For safety, the GQuard- 
ian can support a capacity of 2,000 
pounds (passengers, motor and gear) 
fully swamped and has a transom height 





of 20 inches, with an aft freeboard of 17 
inches. The bow platform is heavy gauge 
aluminum and has lockable storage be- 
neath. There is also some dry storage be- 
neath the console. Built as a workboat, its 
haze gray gelcoat is standard. A black 
rub rail completely surrounds the boat to 
protect it from minor crunches with im- 
movable objects such as docks! 

Power is supplied by outboards rang- 
ing from 35 up to a maximum of 100 hp. 
Fuel tanks are the standard portable out- 
board type and are not included. The bat- 
tery box is cast aluminum. 

Our test boat was supplied with a 90 
hp outboard. On the day we scheduled 
our photo shoot the wind on Miami’s Bis- 
cayne Bay was blowing from the south at 
approximately 20 knots. The seas were a 
sloppy one foot near shore and closer to 
two feet out in the middle of the bay. Not 
a perfect day for shooting pictures, but a 
very good day for seeing what this little 
boat can do. Carrying three people and 
two full sets of scuba gear, the boat hit a 
maximum estimated speed in the range 
of 40 mph. | wish | could say the ride was 
comfortable, but | would be kidding. On 
a tight chop, the Guardian transmitted al- 


most all of the bounce and shock right in- 
to our bodies. However, only three fools 
out to test a boat’s ability would be dumb 
enough to run flat out in a sloppy sea! 
As far as the dryness of the ride, the 
Guardian performed admirably, even at 
top speeds. Only when we put the boat 
sideways to the wind did any appreciable 
amount of spray get in our faces. How- 
ever, we did learn quickly you should not 
back a boat down directly into the wind 
and waves. Although we satisfied our- 
selves we could not sink the Guardian, 
we did manage to get about eight inches 
of water around our feet in just seconds. 





As soon as we got the boat back on a 
plane (quickly | might add), we pulled the 
plug and the boat drained completely. 

Boston Whalers are available at deal- 
ers worldwide. Since the Guardian 17 
footer and its dive package are new for 
1986 it may not be at your local dealer 
just yet. The package price is $9,595 less 
engine, trailer and shipping. For a flier 
and specifications sheet write: Boston 
Whaler, Inc., Commercial Products Divi- 
sion, 1149 Hingham St., Rockland, MA 
02370-0611.

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ae face it: Your weightbelt is not one 
of the items you spent a lot of time se- 
lecting. If you thought about it at all you 
probably merely wondered whether a 
stainless steel buckle was longer lasting 
than a plastic one or whether vinyl coated 
weights were a good investment. How- 
ever, many manufacturers are now taking 
a second look at this venerable piece of 
dive gear; improvements, innovations— 
even colors—have been showing up in it. 

Underwater Design Technology, Inc. 
(UDT), for instance, has introduced the 
Dry Pocket, cleverly advertised as ‘the 
weightbelt that won’t hold water.’’ And, it 
doesn’t. That’s because it is made of a vi- 
nyl coated polyester mesh that lets water 
drain out quickly and easily. That's the 
Dry part of the name. The Pocket part 
comes from the pockets sewn into the 
belt, each of which will hold a lead weight 
of up to five pounds. A sturdy YKK zipper 
keeps the pockets closed and the lead in- 
side. The Dry Pocket can also be used 
with lead shot, if the shot is enclosed in 
envelopes (also available from UDT). The 
Dry Pocket, comes in three sizes; small, 
medium and large. There’s an extra large 
available on request. The small has five 
pockets, holds up to 25 pounds of weight 
and fits waists from 25 to 34 inches; the 
medium has six pockets, holds up to 30 
pounds of weight and fits waists from 32 
to 48 inches; the large has seven pock-

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ets, holds up to 35 pounds of weight and 
fits waists from 38 to 52 inches. The extra 
large, which also has seven pockets, fits 
waists from 38 to 63 inches. 

Other features of the Dry Pocket in- 
clude a camlock nylon buckle and two 
plastic D-rings for attaching accessories. 
It comes in four colors: navy blue, yellow, 
royal blue and red. The Dry Pocket sells 
for $19.95. 

UDT also has a weightbelt called the 
Dry Pocket Plus. It is identical to the Dry 
Pocket with the addition of a zippered, six 
by ten inch pocket on the right side. This 
can be used for a small light, dive tables, 
camera lens covers, car keys, shells, etc. 
The Dry Pocket Plus is $24.95. 

SKIN DIVER tested the Dry Pocket Plus 
on a two day trip aboard the California 
charter dive boat Conception. The zipper 
made it easy to add or remove weights. 
The mesh fabric cushioned the weights 
and protected my wetsuit from abrasion 
by them. This fabric also made the 
weightbelt ‘“‘kinder’’ to parts of the boat 
with which it came in contact. 

The Dry Pocket and the Dry Pocket 
Plus are both available from Underwater 
Design Technology, Inc. This small com- 
pany sells gear bags—some with 
wheels—logbooks, dive tables and other 
accessories. For more information write

Before I got involved with SEA FIRE,™ my family was looking for our first boat to purchase. We were caught up with all the glamour and sparkle 
associated with the bass boats. It’s obvious why first time boat buyers are often attracted to this market. However, after seeing these boats a few years 
old, the glitter gone, and the maintenance just beginning, we decided to look for a dream boat. 





AMPLE SPACE—We had started looking at bow rider boats that had enough seating for a large family. But after watching people move from 
the bow section to the stern in mild chop on Hartwell Lake in South Carolina, I decided the seats up front were more for picture taking than for 
actual cruising. Those little boats with their 75’s, 90’s or 100 h.p. engines really SEEM to be moving along; due to the white water, foam and splash 
associated with them. But real speed and cruising comfort just wasn’t there. 


SKIER’S CRAFT —1: is disappointing to have to tell four of your six offspring to stay on the bank while the others are skiing and having fun 
on the lake. We decided to see how PRACTICAL the SEA FIRE™ was as a family ski boat. Boy, were we surprised! One of the great features of SEA 
FIRE™ is that the kids could not get hurt with the prop, whether it was idling or stopped. This OUTBOARD that’s INBOARD has its prop 20’ from 
the stern, where the kids enter or exit the boat. The stern is so low that the smaller children could even climb up on it without assistance. The fighting 
chair mounted at the stern allowed the spotter to tell us when the skier had fallen, and the spotter could sit and face the rear in comfort. We could 
even stand on the stern, put our skis on, and jump in backwards. When you go island hopping, it’s sure convenient not having to worry about a 
bunch of muddy feet, what’s in the water, or what your kids are going to step on when they jump out of your boat. We can just reverse our boat and 
back up on the beach, have our own sunning platform and loading dock. Because of SEA FIRE™’s flat turning ability, it handled the flat turns likea 
professional ski boat. One of the biggest advantages was no delay action in waiting for the boat to come up on plane. I must say that I was even a little 
surprised with all the paraphenalia that goes with lots of kids—such as food, surf boards, skis, life jackets and water toys—the 90 h.p. engine pulled 
my 275 lb. frame out of the water in grand fashion. 


MAINTENANCE BUILT-OUT—Because I don’t like maintenance, I didn’t want to leave our boat at the marina. It is great not to have 
to wash down, clean and polish on our boat when we’re finished skiing or fishing. Bill May, the designer, and I had agreed before this boat came out, 
we would have SEA FIRE™ the way we wanted it—and the way experienced (USUALLY THIRD TIME) boat buyers would appreciate. It doesn’t 
have all the glitter, but it has the maintenance-free design. If you’ve done some serious fishing, you can use the “built in rinse hose”’ to rinse fish scales 
and debris from the stern section. By reversing the fitting, it becomes a vacuum. 


TRAILERABILITY —We made up our minds that any boat we had was going to be trailered by a standard vehicle. Our electric winch 
system pulls the boat on board in a matter of minutes without having to back the trailer into the water. The tandem wheels are stopped one to one 
and a half feet short of the water on most ramps. My teen-age daughters can load and unload our boat. We even used an old ’76 Lincoln to tow the 
boat and got a lot of stares because the car was so small in relation to the boat. It looked like SEA FIRE™ was going down the highway by itself. Many 
surprised truckers applied their brakes to have a second look. Most 29’ boats are not conveniently trailerable. SEA FIRE™ has a custom built trailer 
that is unique and beautifully designed for the boat. 


FUEL ECONOMY VS. SPEED —The 77 gallon fuel tank was convenient for us, too. We could spend all weekend on the lake and never 
have to visit the marina. It’s a great feeling to tow the boat to our local filling station, fill up, and know that we can have a whole weekend of 
uninterrupted fun. 


It wasn’t until we were in SEA FIRE™ running the 75 h.p. engine that we had our first race with a 16’ bow rider and his 70 h.p. In our SEA FIRE,™ 
outfitted with a 6’ cabin (that acted as an air brake), we challenged the sixteen-footer to run. After we left them at the start, and in wide open running, 
they drifted off into the sunset. Then I was glad I hadn’t settled for glitter and splash rather than real speed. Because I’m no boat expert, 35 mph on 
the water seemed as fast as I’d ever want to go...and that still holds true today. Bill May, however, likes an engine that will give you whip lash and be 
able to ZOOM over 50 mph, yet be able to idle along at 20-25 mph. SEA FIRE™ is fast on the water, but very economical to operate due to low fuel 
usage. Smaller h.p. engines save on initial costs. However, because we all have different needs SEA FIRE™ is designed for a variety of engine sizes. 


SKIN DIVING AND FISHING MACHINE—With only 8” of draft, SEA FIRE™ made the coastal grasses and shallows available to 
us. When we decide to do some netting, either for bait fish or mullet, the back deck has a large space to work comfortably, good footing, and no 
worry of snagging nets. Having commercial fishing interests at heart and being an avid fisherman, Bill designed a boat that would go through three 
and one-half feet of bay chop and stay dry. The tunnel also acts as asea anchor to minimize the effects of wind drift. SEA FIRE™ is a boat that is truly 
convertible from a work horse...whether towing nets, digging clams, throwing nets or picking up fish traps...to a boat which can be decked out with 
compressor, scuba storage and diving platform at the stern. 


SEA FIRE™ got us to the best fishing waters, the best diving reef and through the shallows. Bone fishermen will call it their own private bone fishing 
boat. Divers will call it the ultimate diving boat. 


SAFEST BOAT ON THE WATER—SEA FIRE" is designed to be the safest boat on the water. The double-welded hull is constructed 
from 3/16” aluminum, which is ordinarily used only on commercial boats. The U.S.C.G. approved foam fill makes SEA FIRE™ totally unsinkable. 
The fuel tank is located in an area outside the standard interior boat section. The placement of the prop in the front third of the boat protects 
swimmers, divers, and fishing nets. 


CONCLUSION — We certainly did appreciate Steve Lucas’ evaluation of our boat. People such as Steve really put their neck on the line when 
they come out with an article that sounds too good to be true. We knew of Steve’s excitement and we knew of SEA FIRE™’s performance, but it 
does make one sound a little ridiculous to extol all the unique and futuristic designs of the boat, and the practicality of it. It really isn’t too good to be 
true. It’s here...and it’s REALITY.™

ercury Outboards has completely re- 

designed its old Mercury 9.8—inside 
and out—to produce the new Mercury 
9.9. This latter features 17 percent great- 
er cylinder displacement; a tiller handle 
with speed and gear shift controls; lan- 
yard stop switch; seven position quick tilt 
action; external idle adjustment; quick 
start primer; and a beefed-up lower sec- 
tion. This engine is capable of planing a 
10 to 12 foot inflatable carrying two div- 
ers and a light load. 

SKIN DIVER’s Mercury 9.9 came from 
P.A.M. Marine Inflatables in San Marcos, 
California. P.A.M. specializes in inflat- 
ables, engines and accessories as well 
as carrying a line of diving equipment. 

It is easy to be enthusiastic about han- 
dling this small engine because it seems 
designed with operator convenience in 
mind. There are such little things as a car- 
rying grip, which is not stationary but 
swings out for additional handling com- 
fort. Major conveniences include the mul- 
tifunction tiller handle, which has always 
been reserved for larger Mercury en- 
gines. The operator can shift from neutral 
to forward or reverse, change speed in 
either direction or kill the engine with just 
one hand. A dual purpose choke control 
is provided for quick starts and engine 
idle adjustment. To cold start the Mercury 
9.9 the choke is pulled out and rotated 
clockwise. In so doing a shot of fuel is ac- 
tually injected into the manifold and the 
idle is set high. Once the engine is run- 
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ning the knob is pushed in and counter 
clockwise rotation sets the minimum idle 
speed all the way down to 650 rpm for 
slow trolling. The engine is available with 
either pull-cord or electric start. 

The angle of the engine can be set to 
seven positions by shifting the drive into 
forward and simply pivoting the motor out 
of the water by pulling on the top of the 
cowling. A ratchet mechanism provides 
stops for three trim, three tilt and full up 
positions. An additional stop is provided

for setting the minimum trim angle. Trim 
angle can be set while underway.

t had been four years since | last knelt 

on the white sand of the Bahamas 
Banks listening for the calls of wild spot- 
ted dolphins. In the silence, looking out 
across the empty, sandy plain, | couldn't 
help feeling pessimistic. It seemed so 
very unlikely they would come racing 
from miles away to have a visit with me. 
It was not typical behavior for wild ani- 
mals. But, then again, this was not a typi- 
cal situation. 

Hardy and Julia Whitty-Jones were 
more confident. They had been returning 
to the banks every year for nearly a dec- 
ade. Every year the dolphins had been 
there and the relationship between hu- 
mans and wild dolphins had grown from 
mutual curiosity to something that may 
approach mutual friendship. | had been 
along on several of the earlier expedi- 
tions to photograph the school for a film 
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the Jones would produce. In those early 
years the dolphins had been curious, but 
tentative. The encounters had been infre- 
quent and brief. But Hardy and Julia ex- 
plained that much has Changed since my 
last dive with the ‘‘Spotters.’’ Many mem- 
bers of the school had grown up having 
regular summer encounters with divers. 

| heard the clicks and whistles. Mo- 
ments later they surrounded me. The dol- 
phins immediately came in much closer 
than in years past and moved with less 
trepidation. Nearest to me was a mother 
and her young calf. The baby was a 
beautiful and perfect miniature of her 
mother. She looked almost artificial. In 
years past the mothers never brought 
their calves in so close. It was as if this 
one was proudly showing off her baby. 
Suddenly | understood why. The top half 
of the mother’s dorsal fin was missing. | 


couldn't believe it! It was Chopper, a dol- 
phin we had seen eight years earlier 
when she was only a juvenile. Now she 
was an adult and had a calf of her own. 
she was one of many dolphins | would 
recognize from earlier times. 

Julia swam over my shoulder carrying 
a bright red scarf. She dropped the scarf 
and swam back toward me. Then just as 
the dolphins noticed it, Julia swam quick- 
ly back, grabbed the scarf and made a 
big show of swimming away with it. The 
dolphins caught on fast. The next time Ju- 
lia dropped the scarf the dolphins gave 
her no chance to retrieve it. A group of 20 
or more rushed toward the scarf and the 
fastest one caught it on his pectoral fin. 
Somewhat less quickly than the animals, 
| realized we were playing “keep away.’ 
Julia, Hardy, several other divers and | 
spent the next ten minutes trying to take 

















the scarf from the dolphins. Of course, 
our swimming skills were non-existent 
compared to theirs, but they compensat- 
ed by bringing the scarf to within inches 
of our fingertips. 

The dolphin carrying the scarf would 
pass it from nose, to pectoral fin, to tail 
flukes with remarkable dexterity even 
while swimming at high speed. When a 
dolphin released the scarf, the other 
members of the group would compete for 
it at their top speed. Every time the scarf 
was dropped, we divers would go for it 
as fast as we could. This effort would 
have been futile except the dolphins 
seemed to have given us a handicap and 
would occasionally let one of us win. 
Once | even managed to take the scarf off 
the dolphin’s pectoral fin! This was a re- 
markable demonstration of their physical 
control since the dolphins never permit- 


ted me to actually touch them. 

| soon realized the dolphins had estab- 
lished rules to the game. Once a dolphin 
had the scarf it was his/hers until he/she 
chose to pass it on. No other dolphin 
would take it. Other dolphins would rub 
up against the scarf as it was carried by 
another, or even bite it, but it was against 
the rules to take it until released. Once re- 
leased it was up for grabs, but it seemed 
understood that occasionally the divers 
should be given a turn. 

We played ‘keep away’ for nearly four 
hours. Although the dolphins seemed to 
be just warming up, we were exhausted. 
We swam back to the boat; trying to ig- 
nore the scarf that was being trailed ona 
dolphin’s tail flukes right before our 
noses. The dolphins finally departed as 
the last diver dragged himself up on the 
swim step. As | watched the school swim 


away, silhouetted against the white sand 
below the boat, one dolphin broke away, 
turned and swam back toward the boat. 
lt made a quick pass by the swim step to 
drop off the red scarf. 

In the weeks that followed the dolphins 
allowed me to swim with them as they 
hunted for food, nursed their young and 
played games among themselves. Often 
juveniles would repeat the “keep away’’ 
game using a frond, of seaweed. At the 
time | felt rather pleased we had man- 
aged to teach the dolphins a new pas- 
time. But in retrospect I’m not so sure 
they would see it that way. Dolphins with 
brains as large and as complex as our 
own have lived on this planet millions of 
years longer than we. It’s quite possible 
the dolphins believe they taught us the 
game. And, I’m not sure they wouldn't be 
right. >stte

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course. Those who did, found out learn- 
ing to dive was an enjoyable and rewara- 
ing experience.

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smallest of these. However, according to 
Nemrod, depending on chamber pres- 
sure and distance from your quarry, the 
Clipper Mini can take anything from pan- 
sized fish to 20 pounders. 

The Clippers all have the hand grip 
mounted midway along their length. 
While it isn’t so important with the Mini, 
this reduces the length of gun ahead of 
the hand and, consequently, allows faster 
tracking of your target. With the Mini, it 
allowed me to hold the gun against my 
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chest and conceal my intentions. This 
handle arrangement also makes loading 
the spear into the gun easy, as you can 
brace the handle on your thigh. 

The Clipper Mini is just 19 inches long. 
It weighs only two pounds, five ounces 
with spear and fires a 17 inch nickel plat- 
ed steel shaft on a four and one-half foot 
long nylon shock cord. A spring on the 
shaft cushions the impact when it 
reaches the end of its tether. 

The Clipper Mini has a nickel plated 





steel trigger mechanism housed in a 
plastic handle. The body of the gun is alu- 
minum and houses the rugged pneumatic 
chamber. A screw-on cap at the rear of 
the gun covers the pump attachment 
socket. The pump that comes with the 
gun can pressurize the chamber up to 20 
atmospheres (about 75 strokes), how- 
ever, this is much more than most people 
would need or could overcome safely to 
load the shaft. The gun comes pressu- 
rized at about 8-12 atm. | pushed it up 
about 50 more pump strokes, couldn't 
load the gun without standing on it, and 
let about half that extra pressure out. This 
was plenty of power. 

The gun's trigger does not engage the 
shaft. It only releases the chamber, which 
forces the shaft out of the gun. To prevent 
the shaft from falling out of the gun when 
it's pointed down, the shaft butt slips into 
a small metal sheath inside the gun. The 
fit between shaft and sheath is a tight 
one. lf you have trouble getting the shaft 
Started into the gun, a little grease rubbed 
on the expanded ridge on the spear butt 
should solve the problem. 

The Clipper Mini comes with a loading 
handle, which fits over the spear tip as 
you press the shaft into the gun. There is 
a rubber cord clip on the rear of the gun. 
The cord on my spear was a little long for 
one wrap from gun tip to butt and a little 
short for two wraps. Because of this and

Ikelites Automatic U/W Strobe

kelite introduced the first Substrobe 150 

in 1980. It turned out to be the most du- 
rable and dependable underwater flash 
in the entire history of the company and 
a real workhorse for divers. During the 
past six years, thousands of these units 
have found their way into the equipment 
lockers of divers around the world. 

Ikelite has now produced a third gener- 
ation of this hardy strobe. It features TTL 
flash automation and is called the Subs- 
trobe 150 TTL. 

The basic design of the Substrobe 150 
has not changed since its inception. It is 
a large, heavy duty underwater strobe 
capable of producing 150 watt-seconds 
of energy. Light coverage is extreme 
wide angle at 110 degrees and will work 
well with any Nikonos lens. 

This is a multi-function strobe that of- 
fers a tremendous variety of options and 
combinations. There are three different 
power modes (manual) ranging from full 
power to half power to quarter power. 
The difference between each setting is 
the equivalent of one f/stop. The strobe 
can be set on slave mode and triggered 
remotely by another flash unit. The slave 
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will also operate at one of the three se- 
lected power outputs. 

In addition to the power modes, the 
Substrobe 150 also features a built-in 
modeling light ideal for night photogra- 
phy, cave diving or the interiors of 
wrecks. It is also helpful during daytime 
dives, as the modeling light beam helps 
to aim the strobe accurately. 

The major feature of the new Subs- 
trobe 150 TTL is automatic flash expo- 
sure control with through-the-lens (TTL) 
camera metering. 

The TTL system inside the strobe auto- 
matically compensates for distance, f/ 
stop, extension tubes and even filters. A 
silicone photodiode sensor deep inside 
the camera measures the amount of light 
passing through the lens and automati- 
cally signals the strobe to shut itself off at 
precisely the correct exposure. This pro- 
cedure occurs in milliseconds through 
the use of computer chips and high 
speed electronic circuits. 

For example, if the camera is loaded 
with ISO 100 film and the aperture of the 
lens is set at f/8, you could shoot the 
subject at a distance of one to four feet. 


lf you change the aperture to a setting of 
f/4, you could then shoot subjects at a 
distance of one to six feet. The automatic 
TTL function works well with any Nikonos 
lens or accessory including macro, 
close-up, standard and wide angle. 

The Substrobe 150 TTL features a 
quick disconnect, interchangeable sync 
cord that is easily replaced. Ikelite manu- 
factures a total of nine different detach- 
able sync cords that will fit this strobe. 
The cords are compatible with Ikelite, EO, 
Nelson and Nikonos flash connections. 
There are even dual flash connectors for 
hooking up two strobes to a single cam- 
era. The sync cord is sold separately be- 
cause of the wide variety of choices. 

The Substrobe 150 TTL can be used 
with a Nikonos V in either TTL automatic 
or manual flash mode. It can also be used 
with earlier Nikonoses but only in manual 
mode or with the Ikelite Flash Monitor—a 
remote, non-ITL sensor. 

This strobe can also be used with a va- 
riety of underwater camera housings. A 
new five pin sync cord housing connector 
is being developed for utilizing the strobe 
with other TTL cameras. 

Another exciting feature of the Subs- 
trobe 150 TTL is the option of two differ- 
ent power packs. A ni-cad power pack 
offers quick charging (three hours) and 
repeated usage over several years. This 
popular power pack system dates back 
to the original Substrobe 150. The ni-cad 
pack will deliver 125 flashes at full manu- 
al power; more in the TTL mode. 

The newest option is a dry cell power 
pack that contains six D-cell alkaline bat- 
teries. This option provides more flexibil- 
ity for the strobe on boats and in isolated

areas where charging is impossible. The 
D-cell pack is also a handy backup for 
emergency use when you forget to 
charge your strobe.

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of fish life that best identifies the Keys’ 
dive experience. The typical shallow reef 
is populated by massive schools of grunt, 
snapper, Bermuda chub and chromis, 
while schools of horse-eye jacks, Atlantic 
spadefish and even pompano make reg- 
ular appearances. Individual reef species 
include squirrelfish, bigeye, filefish, par- 
rotfish, angelfish, trtumpetfish, barracuda, 
coney, hamlet, grouper, porkfish, spotted 
drum and high-hat, goatfish, butterflyfish, 
damselfish, wrasse, hogfish, triggerfish, 
trunkfish, eels and many others. If this 
sounds like a synopsis of the Fishwatch- 
ers’ Guide, it is because the Florida Keys 
have developed a population of reef resi- 
dents as rich and diverse as virtually any- 
where in the world. From the perspective 
of the naturalist, fish portrait specialist or 
marine life enthusiast, the Keys provide 
unique potential. 

Nor are fish the only form of wildlife in- 
digenous to the Florida Keys. Just to the 
north of Key Largo is Everglades National 
Park, a magnificent ‘River of Grass"’ that 
fs host to a dazzlingly diverse array of 
wildlife including the alligator, crocodile, 

deer, turtles, lizards, insects and im- 
mense concentrations of birds. Many of 
These are colorful and photogenic wading 
— species. A typical day trip to the Ever- 

glades in the winter can yield sightings of 
roseate spoonbills, ibis, skimmers, 
egrets, herons, anhingas, vultures, pur- 
ple gallinules, brown pelicans and even 
the elusive white pelican.

The sawgrasses and 
mangroves that line this portion of the 
highway provide refuge for the tropical 
bird community and the shallow flats that 
parallel the road provide the nutrients. All 
along the entire 106 mile drive from Key 
Largo to the north to Key West at the 
southernmost tip, the birds of the Florida 
Keys are a fascinating complement to the 
scenic grandeur of the Atlantic Ocean to 
the southeast and the Gulf of Mexico and 
Florida Bay to the northwest.

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the coral reef community. Lobster, grunt, 
Snapper, barracuda, angelfish, hogfish, 
glass minnows, crabs and all sorts of in- 
vertebrate life are commonly spied in 
mangrove waters. While there may not be 
a coral reef just offshore, an expedition 
into the mangroves can be launched from 
shore or from an inflatable boat within the 
maze of mangrove canals. A day of man- 
grove exploration can be an entertaining 
and educational aspect to any Florida 
Keys dive vacation. 

This year marks the beginning of a 
proud new facet of the Keys diving port- 
folio, wreck diving. Recognizing the tre- 
mendous efficiency of artificial reefs to at- 
tract and sustain massive fish popula- 
tions, and also in recognition of the div- 
er's fascination with shipwrecks, the Flor- 
ida Keys dive community has begun an 
aggressive campaign to sink ships as ex- 
citing new dive sites. Key West was prob- 
ably the first community to benefit from 
such shipwrecks as the Alexander, Curb 
and most recently the Cayman Salvager. 
Islamorada’s Eagle and Marathon’'s 
Thunderbolt are the most requested 
dives in their areas and the fish popula- 
tions these wrecks have attracted in as lit- 
tle as six weeks are incredible. The Key 
Largo community is rallying behind the 
acquisition of a vessel for their area. 

Physically, the Florida Keys are com- 
prised of more than 200 generally small 
and rocky islands covered with tropical 
foliage such as palm trees, hibiscus, bou- 
gainvillea, gumbo limbo, lignum vitae and 
wild grasses. The islands are separated 
by areas of confluence between the wa- 
ters of the Florida Bay (and farther to the 
south, the Gulf of Mexico) and the Atlantic 
Ocean, but the main islands are joined to- 
gether by the network of highway and 
bridges known as the Overseas Highway 
(U.S. 1). The Keys stretch some 180 
miles from Biscayne Bay to the north to 
the Dry Tortugas to the south, but the bulk 
of the commerce and population centers 
around the 106 miles of Overseas High- 
way between Key Largo and Key West. 

Today’s highway is an engineering 
marvel of wide, safe bridges and well 

maintained roadway. The most spectacu- 
lar portion of the trip is the Seven Mile 
Bridge, just to the south of Marathon. This 
is the world’s longest segmental bridge. 
lt is especially interesting to view the un- 
imaginable expanse of aquamarine 
ocean to the east matched by a similarly 
immense Gulf of Mexico horizon to the 
west. There are vignettes of fascination 
throughout this drive, but there are also 
— vignettes of tacky billboards and taste- 
less commercial development. Fortunate- 
ly, there is more of the former and the 


lasting impression is one of wonderment. - 
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To appreciate the trip today it helps to 
realize the historical perspective of Henry 
Flagler’s ‘Railroad that went to Sea.”’ Its 
construction began in 1904 and took 
more than eight years to complete. The 
country was most desolate and inhospita- 
ble in the early 1900s. Blazing a path 
through the swamp and mosquito in- 
fested wilderness was an awesome task. 
The railroad was never a profitable ven- 
ture and the enterprise was finally aban- 
doned after a small but fierce hurricane 
decimated the area around Islamorada. A 
great tide, driven by winds of up to 200 
miles an hour smashed everything on Up- 
per and Lower Matecumbe Keys and 
washed away more than 20 miles of rail- 
way bridges and causeways. More than 
500 lives were lost. While survivors re- 
built their homes and the tropical trees 
grew back, the overseas extension was 
never rebuilt. During the next three years 
a highway was constructed over the old 
roadbed and across the viaducts and 
causeways. In 1938 the Overseas High- 
way was completed, an event which, 
more than any other, opened the poten- 
tial for tourism to the Florida Keys. 

All inter-Keys transit is accomplished 
along U.S. 1, and most addresses take 
the form of Mile Marker numbers. Origi- 
nally the mile posts were installed along 
the old railroad bed. One is still standing 
in Big Pine Key, surrounded by a small 
fence denoting its historical significance. 
Modern Mile Marker signs appear as 
white numbers on a green vertical field 
and begin with number 126 one mile past 
Florida City on U.S. 1 and end with the 
zero marker on the corner of Fleming and 
Whitehead Streets in Key West. If you're 
ever lost in the Florida Keys (an unlikely 
occurrence), decreasing Mile Marker 
numbers denote a southerly heading and 
increasing numbers show a northern 
route. The Upper Keys are roughly clus- 
tered from Mile Marker 106 to Mile Mark- 
er 80, the Middle Keys from Mile Marker 
60 to 40, and the Lower Keys from Mile 
Marker 15 to zero. 

As mentioned, addresses often take 
the form of Mile Marker numbers, and 
most often will include the half-mile figure 
if appropriate. For example, a business 
might be located on the oceanside of the 
highway at Mile Marker 102.5. 

While the Florida Keys has a tropical 
ambience, it is very definitely the United 
States. Therefore the passports, foreign 
currency and language problems that oc- 
casionally plague foreign travel are ab- 
sent here. As might be expected, the 
electricity is 110 volts, 60 cycles and 
available 24 hours a day. There is ample 
fresh water. While it might be rather ex- 


pensive for residents, visitors don't ever 


have to worry about drinking the water. 
Most visitors either drive to the Keys, 


or fly into Miami International Airport and > 
rent a car for the tour to the Keys. There 


is a jetport in Marathon and Key West, so 


it is possible to catch a direct or connect- 





ing flight to either of these destinations. 
There are also several bus and limousine 
services that make airport transfers to the 
Keys. For those driving to the Keys for 
the first time from the airport in Miami, it 
is a short, easy drive. Take LeJeune 
Road south to 836 west. Go west to the 
Tollway (821) then south to U.S. 1. Mo- 
toring from the airport to Key Largo gen- 
erally takes less than one hour. 

While the Florida Keys may not have 
the distinct seasons that characterize 
weather patterns in the north, there are 
significant differences between summer 
and winter. During the winter the average 
air temperature is in the low 70s (°F), but 
can reach into the 80s during the day or 
occasionally drop into the 40s at night. In 
the winter it is more common to expect 
nighttime lows in the 50s, except for the 
three or four northers that annually visit 


‘the Keys bringing frigid air from Canada. 


In the summer the air temperatures may 
reach into the 90s during the day and the 
cooling effects of a dip in the ocean or 
the relief of air-conditioning are most wel- 
come. Summer evenings are especially 
pleasant, usually in the mid 7Os. 

The water temperature begins to drop 
gradually by late September and will 
reach the yearly low of 69 or 70°F by 
February or March. Most people find a 
three-quarters or even one-eighth inch 
wetsuit to be adequate thermal protection 
at that time. In late March the waters be- 
gin to warm and by July and August will 
reach the mid-80s. In the summer divers 
wear wetsuits more for protection from 
abrasion than for thermal protection. 

On a good day in the winter the lateral 
visibility can be in excess of 80 feet and 
the best days in summer bring water clar- 
ity in the 100 to 120 foot range. An aver- 
age expectation for winter might be 40 
feet; 70 to 80 feet in the summer. Wind 
may be the diver’s enemy at times during 
the winter, but only rarely will a day of 
diving be lost to rough seas. In the sum- 
mer the winds can drop to a whisper and 
the calm mirror of sea can deliver those 
special magic days of diving delight. 

There is a wealth of non-diving activi- 
ties in the Florida Keys, although the 
ocean's influence is never far removed. 
There are Jet Skis and sailboards for 
rent, as well as canoes to pilot through 
the mangrove lined waterways. There are 
both sail and power boat charters for day 
trips to either the oceanside or to the gulf 
for back-country excursions. Fishing is 
also big business in the Florida Keys and 
there is a well developed industry cater- 
ing to the sportfishing enthusiast. Tarpon, 
permit and bonefish have been luring an- 
glers to the Keys since the early 1900s. 
More recently, it is also the spectacular

Those seeking less active pastimes 
may join a reef tour aboard a glass-bot- 
tom boat; visit one of the several marine 
theme parks or aquariums; sunbathe at 
one of the many natural or manmade 
beaches; shop; or enjoy a wide range of 
dining options. Cuisine may be casual or 
elegant, fast-food or formal. Although 
fresh seafood is the most popular entree, 
itis also possible to obtain Italian, French, 
Greek, Mexican, Chinese, Japanese or 
any combination thereof. 

For the visiting diver, the Keys have 
evolved a complete and sophisticated 
service industry. Because of the depend- 
ence on dive boats for reef transporta- 
tion, there are many more vessels than 
retail dive facilities. Most of the major 
shops will have at least one, and in some 
cases three or more boats in regular 
charter service. There is also a number of 
dive boats, not directly affiliated with a 
dive shop, functioning on a freelance ba- 
sis. The average Keys boat will range in 
length from 26 to 65 feet, and will accom- 
modate between 6 and 48 passengers. 
The United States Coast Guard licenses 
both the captains and the vessels. Most 
of the crew will be first aid and CPR 
trained. The boats will have diver conven- 
ience features such as tank racks, dive 
platforms and ladders and ample deck 
space aft for gearing up. Many of the 
boats will also feature freshwater camera 
rinse, VHF radio, Loran, radar, depth 
finders and stereo. The Keys Association 
of Dive Operators (KADO) has been in 
existence for eight years with the purpose 
of promoting diver safety and operator 
professionalism, as well as to promote 
the Florida Keys as a dive destination.

Given the comprehensive level of diver 


services available in the Keys, it is natural 
to expect the underwater photographer 
should be likewise accommodated.

If it has to do with the sport of 
scuba, it is likely to be available some- 
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where in the Florida Keys. 

Each of the major areas of settlement— 
the Lower, Middle and Upper Keys—will 
have their own specific attractions both 
topside and underwater. The following 
will explore each in greater detail. 


LOWER KEYS 

From a historical perspective, Key 
West was the first and most important 
center of civilization in the Florida Keys. 
One hundred thirty-seven miles from Mi- 
ami and the southernmost point in the 
continental United States, Key West is a 
coral island barely four miles long and 
one mile wide, surrounded by a coral 
reef. The first settlers were the Calusa In- 
dians, who were displaced by the more 
aggressive Seminoles. The relics and 
skeletons left from the vigorous war be- 
tween the Calusa and Seminoles littered 
the island according to some historians. 
As the Spanish explorers landed on the 
island in the 16th century seeking a safe 
route through the Straits of Florida to the 
New World, they dubbed the island Cayo 
Hueso, the Island of Bones. Other, per- 
haps less romantic, historians attribute 
the appellation to the scattered remains 
of deceased cattle. But, from whatever 
origin, when Florida was ceded to Eng- 
land by the peace treaty of 1763 English 
settlers corrupted the name to Key West. 

Key West has followed cycles of boom 
and bust since the mid-1800s. Early in- 
dustries included salt from seawater 
evaporation, sponging and cigar making. 
By 1830 almost everyone in the commu- 
nity directly or indirectly made their living 
from salvaging the cargoes of ships 
wrecked on the reef. At that time the 
wrecking industry was so booming that 
Key West was the wealthiest city per ca- 
pita in the United States. For more than 
30 years the city was also the largest 
community in Florida. By the early 1900s 
regular boat traffic brought opera, ballet 
and theatre to Key West. In 1912 the 
Overseas Railroad connected the city 
with the mainland for the first time. Plans 
for Key West to emerge as the American 
Riviera were dashed with the Great De- 
pression. Eighty percent of the island's 
population went on relief and, when the 
1935 hurricane washed the railroad 
away, Key West began its bleakest bust 
period. Today is boom again and tourism 
is clearly responsible. 

Diving is a big draw to Key West, but 
by no means the only attraction. 

The resort hotels and guesthouses of- 
fer a fascinating array of lodging options 
and the restaurants are superb. There are 
museums, including Mel Fisher's engag- 
ing collection of treasure from the wreck 
of the Atocha, art galleries, live theatre, 
jazz clubs and great bars. Over the years 


Key West has expanded considerably 


and centers of commerce and tourist in- 
terest are found throughout the communi- 


ty. Duval Street remains the community's 


most lively thoroughfare, listed in Ripley's 


Believe it or Not as the “Longest Street 
in the World.” It stretches all the way from - 
the Atlantic Ocean to the Gulf of Mexico 
(in reality but a few miles). Duval Street 
is lined with T-shirt and curio shops, 
trendy department stores, bars, restau- 
rants, galleries and even a dive shop. On 
the street corners vendors hawk snorkel 
tours and harbor cruises. Nearby is the 
famous Mallory Square, home of the 
world’s most colorful sunset watchers, if 
not the world’s most colorful sunsets. 
While Key West still caters to its share of 
island eccentrics, the tourist population 
has been as much family and yuppie, as 
Bohemian and hippie. 

The Key West dive portfolio begins for 
most visitors at Sand Key. [his is the 
destination of choice for many of the 
snorkel boats. Since it is close to Key 
West and marked by a huge lighted tow- 
er, itis easy to locate. There is a small is- 
land comprised of bits of ground up coral 
and shells with a shallow reef extending 
seaward in a spur and groove configura- 
tion. The coral fingers may rise to within 
five feet of the surface with sand gullies 
descending to 25 feet. There are huge 
concentrations of fire and elkhorn coral, 
as well as scattered aggregates of brain 
and star coral. The Western, Middle and 
Eastern Sambos are also popular reef 
dives situated to the southwest of Key 
West. The distance from Western Sam- 
bos to the Middle Sambos is about two 
and one-half miles and it is another one 
and one-half miles from the Middle Sam- 
bos to the Eastern Sambos, so these are 
considered distinct dive sites. While they 
may bear general similarities in that the 
depths will range from 25 to 35 feet with 
elkhorn, firestar and brain corals populat- 
ed by large groups of parrotfish, angel- 
fish, eels and other typical Keys reef resi- 
dents, each area is also different. For ex- 
ample, the Middle Sambos are one of the 
best areas for lobstering and also feature 
a fairly precipitous drop-off from 30 to 60 
feet on the seaward side of the reef. 

Ten Fathom Ledge is nearby. While 
the Sambos and other popular Key West 
dive sites such as Rock Key, Eastern 


Dry Rocks and Western Dry Rocks are 


similarly characterized by a spur and 
groove formation of hard corals punctuat- 
ed with seafans and gorgonians, Ten. 
Fathom Ledge is more like undercut fin- 
gers of coral, archways and shallow 
caves. This is a particularly good spot to 
see loggerhead and hawksbill turtles, 
nurse sharks, grouper and clouds of yel- 
lowtail snapper. The sand bottom levels 
off at about 45 feet and the tops of the 
ridges generally rise to 30 feet. 

The coral reef surrounding the #1 
Marker is great for viewing fish life, espe- 


cially barracuda, grunts, angelfish and 


porkfish. The corals are generally scat-. 
tered in fairly substantial clumps, and the 


sand bottom is about 30 feet deep. Key

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the new favorites lies nearby in 90 feet of 
water. The Cayman Salvager was built 
in 1936, a 180 foot steel hulled vessel de- 
signed as a buoy tender. It fell into disre- 
pair and sank at its dock, was ultimately 
refloated and towed to its present site 
where it was sunk in April 1985 as an arti- 
ficial reef. She originally rested on her 
port side, but Hurricane Kate set her up- 
right. There is no superstructure, but the 
engine room is eerily accessible. The 
main props are gone but the side 
thrusters make for interesting photo- 
graphic detail. There is a resident green 
moray living in the bow who has become 
quite approachable. Amberjack typically 
pursue baitfish along her upper decks. 
The reef is only about 10 yards away, so 
sometimes fish such as grouper will seek 
refuge on the ship and, at other times, 
stay in the reef crevices. Because of the 
wreck’s proximity to the Gulf Stream, cur- 
rent can occasionally be a problem, but 
more often the Gulf Stream gently chan- 
nels blue water over the wreck and en- 
hances visibility. 

The Alexander bears interesting po- 
tential as a dive site under the right condi- 
tions. Built as a destroyer escort, the Ai 
exander sits upright in 35 feet of water on 
the gulf side of the island. Since it has 
been submerged since 1972, there is sig- 
nificant colorful growth on the wreck. Vis- 
ibility is often marginal in gulf waters, but 
at times during the summer the lateral vis- 
ibility can be as much as 45 feet. Occa- 
sionally in the winter, if it is rough on the 
oceanside, the gulf becomes a more de- 
sirable lee. There is a single five inch gun 
on the front, as well as dual 40mm aniti- 
aircraft guns. The wreck is densely popu- 
lated with schools of snapper and jack, 
with a resident jewfish, groupers and bar- 
racuda. Also sunk on the gulf side of the 
island are three more freighters and a 
four stack destroyer, all victims of Allied 
minefields during World War ll. These 
wrecks are generally only divable in the 
summer because they lie one and one- 
half to two and one-half hours from the 
dock. Here there is likely to be some 
shark activity on occasion, and larger pe- 
lagic species. 

The Curb is 360 feet long and rests on 
an even Keel at 185 feet. The shallowest 
portion of the wreck is at 120 feet, so it 
obviously is not a dive for everyone. 
However, the ex-naval salvage tug is vir- 
tually intact. Since its sinking on Thanks- 
giving Day 1984, it has attracted signifi- 
cant fish populations. Some of the shops 
in Key West use dives on the Curd for 
their decompression diving specialties.

Since the wreck is about one-half 
mile farther offshore than the reefline, the | 
clear water from the Gulf Stream genere 
ly contributes better visibility. As is typical 
of most wrecks, the fish life is outstand- 
ing. The wreckage is in only 20 to 25 feet 
of water and about 60 yards away there 
stands one solitary coral head that is al- 
ways packed absolutely full of grunts. 
Marked by a 136 foot lighted tower, 
Sombrero is the most visible of the Mid- 
dle Keys dive areas. Ease of location and 
quality of diving combine to make this the 
most frequently dived area off Marathon. 














-The spur and groove coral configuration 


so prevalent throughout the Keys is par- 
ticularly evident at Sombrero, with depths 
ranging from awash to 25 feet. There is 
a wide variety of hard corals such as pil- 
lar, elkhorn, brain, star and plate, as well 
as several coral archways and swim- 
through tunnels. This is a good place for 
fish photographs, especially around the 
cleaning stations. Barracuda can fre- 
quently be found stacked up in line for a 
cleaning. Grouper, eels, angelfish and 
healthy representations of other tropicals 
are common here. 

Coffin’s Patch is 2 collection of six 
semi-distinct reefs, each dominated by a 
specific type of hard coral. There are 
areas where elkhorn is very profuse; 
patches of staghorn; concentrations of 
brain coral; and, perhaps my favorite 
spot, the pillar coral portion. The collec- 
tive reef area is large, perhaps four 
square miles, and most of it about 25 feet 
deep. Delta Shoals is another of the 
more than 30 dive sites visited by Midc 
Keys dive operators. It consists of spur 
and groove formations emanating from a 
sandy shoal at four feet and dropping 
very gradually to about 15 or 20 feet. Elk- 
horn corals are most typical in this area, 
although there are some interesting 
swim-through caves as well. The shallow 
depths at many of these reefs make them |

has had its most dramatic success with 
the sinking of the Eagle on December 19, 
1985. The Artificial Reef Committee of 
Monroe County has long sought to pro- 
vide artificial reef sites for the diving and 
sportfishing interesis of the community 
and has had impressive success placing 
barges, bridge rubble and the like off- 
shore. The effectiveness of these reefs as 
fish attractors is indisputable, but the lo- 
cal dive community rallied behind the

Artificial Reef Committee and oceacel 
local business interests generated the 
money to buy, clean and tow the derelict 
vessel to its ecologically approved final 
resting spot in 110 feet of water off the 
coast of Islamorada. 

The ship was prepared for sinking by 
removing any potential hazards to divers, 
cleaning the bilges and removing any re- 
fuse that might pollute the waters. Finally, 
explosives were placed aboard to send 
her to her final watery grave in a ball of 
fire. The Eagie now sits with her bow 
pointing to the north on her starboard 
side. The ship is massive—287 feet—and 
her beam assumes a 42 foot profile 
lah st enone batiom.

tomtate grunts; Spanish sardines, amber- 
jack, horse-eye jack, cobia and tuna 
cruise the ship's exterior. Parrotfish, hog- 
fish, snapper and grouper swim about 
the cabins, passageways and holds. Col- 
er accenis are provided by encrusting 
sponges, hydroids—even the beginnings 
of coral growth. That so much life caf 
build on a barren steel hull in such a short 
time is amazing to me: It lends the strong- 
est credibility to the entire Keys artificial 
reef program. 

There is ample evidence of ancient 
shipwrecks in the area between Key Lar- 
go and Marathon as well. On July 13, 
1733 a hurricane smashed and scattered 
19 ships from Spanish King Phillip V's 
treasure fleet. While much of the treasure 
was salvaged by the Spaniards and more 
recent treasure expeditions, much cer- 
tainly remains even today. From Isla- 
morada the scattered artifacts from the 
Herrera, Tres Puentes, Chaves, El Ca- 
pitan, San Jose and El Enfante can be 
found by those who know where to look. 
As recently as September 1985 sport div- 
ers on E/ Enfante discovered a few four 
reale silver coins. Gannonballs, pottery, 
deadeyes, spikes and copper sheathing 
nails might also be found among the piles 
of ballast stone. 

While an ancient wreck may yield arti- 
facts and a historical perspective, there 
will not be much left of a wooden sailing 


ship after so many years. Anyone looking 
for a pirate ship with tattered sails and a 
skeleton shackled to the wheel will cer- 
tainly be disappointed. For relief and su- 
perstructure, the wreck of the Eag/e, the 
Alexander Barge or the Artificial Reef 
comprised of debris from the old Whale 
Harbor bridge are more desirable. 
Crocker Reef is one of the popular 
reef dives off Islamorada and Tavernier. 
Boats will usually anchor in about 55 feet 
of water above a coral cliff. A sour and 
groove shallow reef begins a slope at 35 
feet and drops gradually to 50 feet. At this 
point the drop is more vertical to about 80 
feet. Along the mini-wall are not only 
schools of grunt and typical Keys reef 
dwellers, but good pelagic activity. Tur- 
tles, eagle rays, grouper, schools of mut- 
ton snapper, barracuda and hogfish are 
the more frequently observed species. 
Alligator Light marks a fine shallow 
reef area. Nearby, the Gully features 
huge schools of grunt, good opportuni- 
ties to sight nurse sharks and lots of par- 
rotfish, filefish and other Caribbean tropi- 
cals. Conch Reef is typified both by 
shallow reef and mini-wall. The shallow 
area of the reef lies in about 35 feet of 
water and stretches for about a mile. 
Hard corals in spur and groove, lots of 
seafans and healthy fish populations are 
the primary attractions. Conch Wall 
drops from about 60 to 105 feet at about

Here there are great 
barrel sponges, gorgonians and another 
fine opportunity to encounter pelagic life. 
Eagle rays and turtles are probably the 
most common, but an occasional bull or 
hammerhead shark may cruise through. 

Pickles Reef is about equally accessi- 
ble from Tavernier or Key Largo and con- 
sists of shallow waters in the 10 to 25 foot 
range and especially fine macro sub- 
jects, juvenile species and small reef 
tropicals. In a rough sea, Pickles is a 
poor choice because of the shallow 
depths and consequent surge, but when 
calm and clear, Pickles offers a unique 


‘and subtle charm. 


The area off Key Largo, from the shore- | 
line to the three mile limit, is technically 
designated as John Pennekamp Coral 
Reef State Park. This is the general 
name for what has become the world’s 
most popular marine sanctuary. In reality, — 
most of the diving is done in what is offi- 
cially known as the Key Largo National 
Marine Sanctuary. The distinction is of no 





concern to the traveling diver and is an. 


administrative difference. The bottom line 
is that with the Key Largo National Marine _ 
Sanctuary extending the area of protec- 
tion from the three mile boundary to the © 
edge of the continental shelf, six or seven 
miles offshore, the marine preserve is a 
massive underwater area of 188 square 
miles. The north/south boundaries ex- 
tend nearly 20 miles. Within that area it is 





- jilegal to spearfish, collect corals, take 


live shells or in any way damage the cor- 
als. This includes intentional or accidental! 
dropping of anchors in the corals. To pre- 
vent that occurrence sanctuary officials 
have installed an impressive system of 
mooring buoys. 

The sanctuary administration is very 
progressive and, of course, conservation 
minded. The mooring buoy program is 
one example of its concern for the pro- 


tection of a resource that is incredibly 
popular among traveling divers. Another 


example is the sanctuary's Underwater 
Photo Contest, being held over the sum- 


mer of 1986 in an effort to publicize the _ 


underwater beauty of the area. Sanctuary 
officials are working in close cooperation 
with the dive shops of Key Largo and oth- 


er tourism interests to bring several ship- 


wrecks to the area as well.

operators are working in concert with lo- 


cal hotels to create price incentives for a 
week-long visit. Some dive shops tend to 
dive the south end of the park, while oth- 
ers primarily tour the north end. There will 
be overlap among the reefs more central- 
ly located, but for the most part run times 
to the reef dictate the predominant dive 
biases of each operation. It may be nec- 


essary to dive with several shops in order 
_ to thoroughly tour Pennekamp Park. 


An overview of the primary dive sites in 
Pennekamp, beginning with those at the 


-south end and working north, will include 


Molasses and French Reefs, the wreck of 
the Benwood, Grecian Rocks, the Christ 
of the Abyss Statue, The Elbow, and 
Carysfort Reef. Within these broad group- 
ings are literally thousands of spots to 
dive. Some will patch reefs, some 
mini-walls on the outside of the main reef 
structure and some will be the primary 
reef and marked by the more than 40 
mooring buoys throughout the park. 
Of these, Molasses is probably the 


reef best known by the average boater 
_since it is marked by a large lighted steel 
~ tower. Named for the cargo of an old sail-

ing vessel that ran aground in the shal- 
lows of the reef, Molasses still has bits of 
wreckage from various shipwrecks inter- 
spersed with a beautifully high profile 
coral system. There is an ancient wind- 
lass from a sailing ship at the dive site 
known as The Winch and the Spanish 
Anchor ai the south end of the reef is fur- 
ther testament to galleon traffic in the 
area. The corals include elkhorn, star, 
brain, staghorn and fire clumped in huge 
mounds and around surge channels in 
depths from 15 to 40 feet. The fish popu- 
lations of Molasses Reef are most note- 


worthy, with green and spotted morays, . 


stingrays, jacks, Atlantic spadefish, an- 
gelfish, Bermuda chub, barracuda, pork- 
fish, snapper, grunts and many, many 
others likely to be sighted on any given 
dive. Some of the dive operations in the 
area offer a drift dive in 60 to 80 feet of 
water off the deep end of Molasses. Here 


the opportunity to view pelagic life is. 


greater, the water often clearer owing to 
the proximity to the Gulf Stream, and the 
sponge and gorgonian life more prolific. 

French Reef also has excellent fish 
populations and high profile corals. It is 
the swim-through caves with grouper and 
copper sweepers inside, however, that 
probably best characterize the reef. 
Since the caves are carved out of the 
limestone rock that provides the substra- 
ta for the corals, and since the openings 


are not obviously apparent, the mooring 
buoy system not only prevents anchor 
damage, but directs novice boat captains 
to the best portions of the reef. On 
French, like Molasses and many other 
reefs throughout the park, there are resi- 
dent moray eels, Nassau and marbled 
grouper, porkfish, angelfish and lots and 
lots of yellowtail snapper. 

The Benwood Wreck is not the clas- 
sic wreck some of the newer artificial reef 
sites now display. The ship ran aground 
in water only 25 to 45 feet deep and her 
superstructure had to be dynamited as a 
hazard to navigation. The Benwood was 
torpedoed by a German U-boat during 
World W: 
another ship as she limped back to port. 
lf ever there was a captain who had a bad 
day, it was the skipper of the Benwood, 
for she finally ran aground! Benwood is 
a boon to sport divers. Her 300 foot hull 
and scattered wreckage are encrusted 
by sponges and corals and provide ref- 
uge to swarms of glass minnows (sea- 
sonally), grouper, porkfish, moray eels, 
copper sweepers and grunts. The wide 
angle perspectives on the wreck are so 
dramatic the underwater photographer 
will have a difficult time forsaking the

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both popular areas for snorkel specialty 
trios. Not only is the water shallow, but 
the corals and marine life are very rich. 
Since so many of the reefs throughout 
Pennekamp are relatively shallow, most 
dive boats will accommodate both scuba 
divers and snorkelers on the same trip. 
However, there is a number of daily 
scheduled excursions with destinations 
targeted just to the snorkeler. Nearby the 
Key Largo Dry Rocks area is perhaps the 
most recognizable feature of Pennekamp 
Park, the statue known as Christ of the 
Abyss. Mounted on a concrete pedestal 
in 25 feet of water, the Christ statue ts 
nine feet tall and made of bronze. The 
statue’s face is upturned and the arms 
outstretched to the sea and sun above. A 
replica of the statue underwater in Gen- 
oa, Italy, the Christ statue was donated to 
the Underwater Society of America by 
Egidi Cressi, the scuba equipment manu- 
facturer. It now sits in a surge channel 
with huge coral ridges on either side pop- 
ulated by a pet moray eel, a hand-feed- 
able barracuda and concentrations of

other classic Keys critters. The statue is 
about the northern limit for most of the 
operators from the south end of Penne- 
kamp, just as operators from the north 
end rarely visit Molasses Reef. The Stat- 
ue, the Elbow, and Carysfort Reef are the 
most popular dive sites for the shops op- 
erating out of the north end of Key Largo. 

The Elbow is so named because the 
reefline juts out into the Gulf Stream like 
an arm bent at the elbow. Because of this 
intrusion into the normal shipping lanes, 
The Elbow has claimed its share of ship- 
wrecks, much to the delight of scuba div- 
ers. However, since the waters at The El- 
bow rarely exceed 25 feet in depth, these 
wrecks have almost all been leveled to 
prevent them from being navigational 
hazards. Among my favorite Elbow dive 
sites is the wreck of the City of Wash- 
ington. Not only does the wreck have in- 
teresting wide angle possibilities for plac- 
ing a model among the deck plating or 
shaft collars that are so colorfully en- 
crusted, but the fish life is amazing. Local 
dive operators have made pets of several 
green morays on the wreck and divers 
with experience can safely handfeed and 
handle them. There are also several bar- 
racuda who will likewise wait in line for a 
handfed bit of ballyhoo. On a good day, 
the City of Washington is like an under-

ver try to take a picture on a night 

dive? Even with close-up framers you 
have to guess where your subject Is. 
How about trying to keep a light aimed on 
a lobster while you grab it? Such activi- 
ties usually make you feel you could easi- 
ly use three arms—or maybe four! Of 
course, the ideal situation would be a 
buddy who would hold the light while you 
do your thing, but slaves are hard to find. 
Unfortunately, most buddies want to grab 
bugs and take pictures themselves! 

Tekna, scuba equipment innovator, 
has come up with a really neat way to 
throw light on your Subject underwater. 
You don't need extra arms or a Slave. All 
you need is an |-Beam. This is a compact, 
but very bright, underwater light that clips 
to one of three Tekna masks, leaving 
your hands free for photography, bug 
grabbing, etc. 

The |-Beam is powered by four AA al- 
kaline cells, which will provide up to two 
hours of continuous light when used with 
the custom Xenon, 12,000 candlepower 
bulb. The I|-Beam is small, weighing just 
8.5 ounces on the surface. It is two 
ounces positive underwater, thus, does 
not add any weight to the mask. It is 2.9 
inches long, 2.5 inches wide and 3 
inches deep. The housing is tough ABS 


resin, the lens, Lexan® resin. Tekna says 
the |-Beam is waterproof to 200 feet. 

The most skeptical people | know are 
divers. The |-Beam looked great, but 
would it really be useful? Most certainly! 

On the surface, the weight of the I- 
Beam was barely perceptible; underwa- 
ter, | couldn't feel it at all. The on/off 
switch has a lock for the off position, 
thus, it shouldn’t ever be on when you 
don't want it to be. At the base of the light 
is a ratchet lock that allows five different 
position settings over a total of 90 de- 
grees. Just push the rachet lock button 
with your thumb and position the beam 
where you want it. Most of the time you’ll 
probably want it pointed straight ahead. 

According to Tekna, the parabolic re- 
flector is a Computer Aided Design, that 
combined with the Fresnel lens, pro- 
duces a laser-like focused beam. A se- 
ries of concentric circles that form a 
dome, the Fresnel lens is in the center of 
the |-Beam lens.

clip, | followed Nemrod’s suggestion and 
utilized a rubber band on the gun butt to 
secure the cord. 

An optional holster is available for the 
Clipper Mini. This allows you to carry the 
gun and still keep your hands free for 
whatever other activity you might be en- 
gaged in, such as gathering abalone. 

The holster comes with a knife and two 
adjustable leg straps. These latter have 
Nemrod’s patented quick connection 
buckles. | wore the holster on my thigh 
without trouble, but it also has a loop at 
the top that can be slipped over your 
weightbelt or BC waist strap. (Make sure 
to arrange this so that, in an emergency, 
your weightbelt can be dropped without 
hanging up in the holster strap!) 

The holster holds the gun and shaft in 
separate compartments, forcing you to 
carry it unloaded—a good idea. A snap- 
over strap keeps the gun in place and ju- 
dicious use of the shock cord will secure 
the shaft. 

The Clipper Mini requires only a thor- 
ough freshwater rinse at the end of your 
diving day for maintenance. Depending 
on use, the gun might be serviced every 
one to two years. This can be done at 
your authorized Nemrod dealer.

REPUBLIC SALVAGE 
DEFENSE 


At this writing, while holders of salvage 
rights to the sunken SS Republic prepare 
for this summer’s extensive survey and 
dive on the wreck of that luxury liner, 
sunk off Nantucket Island, challengers 
have filed a court motion to intervene. A 
Liberian registered corporation, Marshall- 
ton, Inc., has filed a motion with the U.S. 
District Court in Boston against Martin 
Bayerle and Maritime Analysts Group 
Inc., of Martha’s Vineyard, MA. 

Bayerle, and his joint-venture partners 
Wolf Sub-Ocean Ltd., a major Canadian 
underwater contracting and engineering 
firm, had previously staked the claim, re- 
trieved artifacts and completed one 
ohase of survey work last summer utiliz- 
ing an ROV. They have planned a final 
survey dive for this summer at the 260 
foot deep wreck site. Actual salvage is 
slated to begin in those difficult waters in 
the summer of 1987. 

Bayerle says that the opposing Mar- 
shallton Inc. filed its motion ‘‘only after we 
discovered they had committed unsafe, 
imprudent and illegal activity at the Re- 
public site after we had closed our opera- 
tions for the season.”’ 

The Martha’s Vineyard diver’s exten- 
sive international research into the mys- 
teries Surrounding the Republic, its 1909 
collision and the alleged gold on board 
have attracted international publicity. >

Gathering up the new arrivals in the Ti- 
ara Beach Hotel lobby, manager David 
Feinberg led the group to the patio.

Bloody Bays were magnificent. Jackson 
Bay’s top averages 35 feet. Because 
Bloody Bay’s wall reaches to within 20 
feet of the surface, we were able to doa 
shallow second dive and still be 30 feet 
down on the wall! 

Conditions are sometimes too rough to 
allow the crossing to Little Cayman, but 
that’s really no problem because diving 
on the Brac is excellent. | particularly 
liked the southern reefs. Ten minute boat 
rides from dock to dive site can spoil you. 

With its large kedge embedded across 
a coral cave, Anchor makes a wonderful 
dive. On the sand flats behind the wall’s 
main ridge. at Inside-Out, Sam corralled 
stingrays and flounder for divers’ cam- 
eras. Donna Nawrocki from Dip 'n Dive in 
Buffalo, New York, found several conchs. 
While cruising in and out of the numerous 
coral caves and cuts in Manta Canyon, 
Sam and | came upon a sleeping turtle 
and a school of horse-eye jacks. The 
shallow dives were equally entertaining. 

Back at the Tiara Beach Hotel, at the 
sunset Trivial Pursuit games held at the 
Turtle Pier Bar, Sam always displayed an

_ Mystery Of The Griffin 
Chest Or Gold Awaits Discovery In Lake Huron 
— BY HOWARD M. DUFFY | 


he Griffin—first major shipwreck in the 
Great Lakes—continues to attract the 
interest of divers seeking sunken treas- 
ure and ancient artifacts. This small sail- 
ing ship was built for the famous French 
explorer, Rene Robert Cavelier, Sieur de 


la Salle, to promote early commerce on 
the Great Lakes. However, it hardly ful- 
filled its promise, for it was lost in a 1679 
storm, on its first roundtrip, while return- 
ing to its base on the Niagara River. 
Some historians believe the Griffin was 
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wrecked in Lake Michigan, off the pres- 
ent town of Frankfort in Benzie County, 
Michigan. If so, the vessel had blown far 
south of its course. However, Adrian L. 
Lonsdale and H.R. Kaplan, in their book, 
A Guide to Sunken Ships in American 
Waters, place this wreck at latitude 46-13 
and longitude 83-42, indicating the Griffin 
might be lying on the bottom of Lake Hu- 
ron’s North Channel. 

Unsuspected by La Salle, his name for 
the ship was most appropriate. In mythol- 
ogy the griffin is a creature half eagle, 
half lion, supposed to guard hidden 
treasure. The treasure in this case was a 
chest of gold coins stowed in the cap- 
tain’s cabin. Their value at the time of the 
disaster was estimated at $12,000. To- 
day, that value has risen astronomically. 
Also, the value of artifacts awaiting recov- 
ery, combined with the coins, would ap- 
proximate the proverbial king’s ransom. 

Prior to construction of the Griffin, La 
Salle experienced a cash flow problem. 
The great explorer made amazing geo- 
graphical discoveries, but his financial 
backers received no return on their in- 
vestments. The solution to his problem of 
Satisfying creditors was to build a ship 
able to traverse the Great Lakes and ob- 
tain furs from the Indians for trade goods. 

So it was that La Salle established a 
small base on the east side of the 
Niagara River, above the famous falls,

where the Griffin would be constructed. 
This site was at a point where Cayuga 
Creek enters the river. In charge of con- 
struction was Henri de Tonty, the so- 
called Man with the Iron Hand. He had 
lost his right hand in a European war and 
now hiad an artificial hand of metal. 

The ship building began in 1678 and 
continued through the winter. Maitre 
Moyse, the head carpenter, set his crew 
to work on the ribs of the vessel. The 
blacksmith, designated by no other name 
than La Forge, set up his shop and fash- 
ioned the required metal fittings. 

Building a ship in the Niagara wilder- 
ness from raw forest materials was a Her- 
culean task. When winter arrived with a 
frigid assault, the Frenchmen were forced 
to clear snow from their work each morn- 
ing before shaping the hull of the Griffin. 

In spite of the severe weather, the keel 
of the ship was laid on January 26, 1679. 
La Salle asked Father Louis Hennepin to 
drive the first nail, but the priest declined 
this honor. La Salle then drove the nail 
himself, a key point in the construction of 
the first vessel to sail the Great Lakes 
west of Niagara Falls. 

This project bloomed into a vessel of 
45 to 60 tons. It was armed with five small

cannons on its deck. To assist the crew 
in navigating the ship past the Little Rap- 
ids and into Lake Erie, a wind blowing up 
the river was necessary. On the morning 
of August 7, 1679, when the crew awoke, 
there was a strong wind from the north- 
east. The precise moment had arrived! 
The sails were quickly set, and, with 12 
men hauling from the shore, the Griffin 
was nudged through the Little Rapids.

Father Hennepin in singing We Praise 
Thee, O God—followed by firing guns 
and cannons to celebrate their feat. 

During the construction, curious Indi- 
ans had gathered about the site to ob- 
serve what they believed was a wooden 
monster. In fact, they considered the craft 
to be a thing of evil and even threatened

t was a sparkling, sunlit 
morning and we were an- 
chored over a remote sector 
of Grand Cayman’s fabulous 
North Wall. The sea was 
glassy calm and we eagerly 
slipped into our dive gear for 
still another new adventure. 

The top of the wall was only 35 feet 
below the surface as Captain Wayne 
Hasson led our small group to the 
edge. We soared over the wall like 
young eagles, eager to test our wings. 
The face of the wall was spectacular— 
a veritable forest of great gorgonian 
fans and black coral trees the size of 
Christmas pines. An eagle ray silently 
glided by as if to herald our descent. 

Barely 20 feet off the main wall 
stood a massive coral pinnacle rising 
up to within 40 feet of the surface. Its 
vertical sides stretched downward into 
the blue depths touching the slope at 
somewhere beyond 120 feet. It, too, 
was decorated in a pageantry of bril- 
liant colors, aS sponges and golden 
soft corals sprouted everywhere. Mas- 
sive plate corals cascaded down its 
face like stony shingles on a castle. 

As we touched the 90 foot zone, 
Wayne began pointing out the daz- 
zling array of colored sponges. A clus- 
ter of blood red sponges clung to the 
branches of a giant black coral tree. A 
lush orange cup sponge perched on 
the edge of a plate coral looking like 
an ad for Sunkist. 

So far, the dive had been impres- 
sive and truly representative of the 
very best Grand Cayman has to offer. 
But then we began to encounter the 
unknown. First, there was a vase 
sponge of strawberry hues. Next, 
came a fluorescent red double cup 
sponge | didn't know existed. One af- 
ter another they came—brilliantly col- 
ored sponges, never identified or seen 
in any of the current marine books. We 
had entered virgin diving country. This 
was Babylon, the hanging gardens of 
the North Wall! 

In all my years of diving Grand Cay- 
man, | had never seen a wall so mag- 
nificent or colors so vivid. Here was a 
match for Palau, Australia or most any 
exotic reef in the world. | felt as though 
| had started a new chapter in the 
great book of Cayman diving adven- 
tures and it was only the third day of 
a one week trip aboard the new 
live-aboard Cayman Aggressor II.

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At the conclusion of our dive we 
ascended to our waiting hotel, conven- 
iently moored 35 feet above the reef. 
Yes, | said hotel, because that’s what our 
host vessel felt like. We climbed aboard 
the diving platform, took a long freshwa- 
ter shower, then advanced to the main 
deck and removed our dive gear. By the 
time we had entered the dining room, hot 
coffee, lemonade and generous slices of 
homemade chocolate fudge brownies 
were being served. What a way to end an 
exhilarating dive experience! 

The Cayman Aggressor II is the latest 
and greatest addition in a brand new gen- 
eration of live-aboard dive boats. These 
are sleek looking, aluminum vessels with 
modern high-tech equipment and spa- 
cious living quarters. The accent is on 
creature comforts and you will find just 
about every facility and service you 
would normally expect at a dive resort 
hotel. These ships are mini-hotels afloat 
and offer a whole new dimension to dive 
resort mobility. Now you can go to the 
best and most remote reefs in the Carib- 
bean and take your hotel with you. 

An exaggeration you say? Not really. 
The Cayman Aggressor I/ is immense. 
The vessel is 110 feet long and carries up 
to 18 dive guests, plus a crew of five. 
Sleeping accommodations consist of 
seven private cabins with double bunks 
and one cabin with four bunks. Each cab- 
in is equipped with its own sink, mirror 
and storage cabinets. All of the cabins 
are air-conditioned, with individual louver 
control. Even the showers, heads and 
main corridor are air-conditioned. 

The main dining room measures 20 by 
30 feet and has beautiful wood paneling. 
Two long tables can seat up to 24 peo-. 
ple. When not used for dining, this area 
is converted into a recreation center, 
complete with a 25 inch color TV, VCR 
tape player, dual slide projectors and a 
pull down projection screen. The area is 
also used for teaching advanced certifi- 
cation classes. 

Above the main dining room is an 
equally spacious 22 by 35 foot sundeck, 
which is fully carpeted. The area is fur- 
nished with three brightly colored umbrel- 
las and 24 lawn chairs and loungers. Just 
forward of the guest area is a large wet 
bar and barbecue for evening parties. 

The diving area is equally impressive. 
It covers a 20 by 30 foot area and con- 
tains four rows of comfortable seats. 
Mounted at the rear of the seats are rows 
of scuba tanks—48 cylinders in all. Each 
seat is hinged and beneath it is a spa- 
cious three by three foot personal.scuba 
gear locker for each guest so the decks 
remain clean and uncluttered at all times. 
There is an air station at the stern that can 
fill six tanks simultaneously. All of the 
tanks are aluminum 80 cubic foot cylin- 
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The Cayman Aggressor II can reach any of the famous Grand Cayman dive sites as well 
as those less often visited because of long travel times from shore-based operations. 


ders, filled to 3,000 psi. Twin Mako com- 
pressors and a storage bank below 
decks help to keep the tanks topped off 
at all times. 

The best thing about the Cayman Ag- 
gressor I// is the attention to personal 
comforts. For example, there are two 
freshwater showers mounted above the 
stern platform so you can rinse off imme- 
diately after coming out of the ocean. 
There is a large freshwater dip tank at the 
stern for camera equipment. There is a 
special room for setting up your battery 
chargers for both dive lights and under- 
water strobes. The electric current in the 
charging room is carefully regulated at 
110 volts/60 cycles. A drinking fountain 
just inside the dining room door provides 
icy cold water for dehydrated divers. 
Self-serve coffee, iced tea and lemonade 
are available throughout the entire day. 
Beach towels are provided in the diving 
area and fresh towels are delivered to the 
cabins daily. 

Had enough? Well, there is more. This 
dive boat is full of Surprises, including a 
fully stocked underwater photo rental de- 
partment. They have everything from Ni- 
konos Vs to 15mm lenses and the newest 


Ikelite, Oceanic and Nikonos strobes. The 
ship has a scuba boutique with a wide 
selection of T-shirts, logbooks and other 
dive accessories. There is also a small li- 
brary with magazines and paperback 
books, plus a growing video library of full 
length movies and TV shows. 

The Cayman Aggressor I! is also 
equipped with a full E-6 color slide lab. 
Film shot during the day is processed 
each evening and guests have an oppor- 
tunity to view their strips of pictures on 
the four light panels that pull out from be- 
neath the dining room tables. The pic- 
tures are then mounted in cardboard 
frames and can be projected. 

The Cayman Aggressor I/ is truly a 
complete dive resort, built into a 100 ton 
ship. The major difference between this 
craft and the previous generation of live- 
aboard vessels is the tremendous 
amount of living space. 

Who is responsible for the Aggressor 
concept? There are many who contribut- 
ed to this dream dive boat, but the key 
people are Paul Haines, Burns Rutty and 
Captain Wayne Hasson—the three part- 
ners in this enterprise. Haines is a ship- 
builder from Morgan City, Louisiana who

organized and supervised the conversion 
of the Aggressor from an offshore oil rig 
work boat to a lavish live-aboard. Burns 
Rutty is a successful Caymanian busi- 
nessman who has been involved in diving 
for more than 30 years. Hasson is a for- 
mer manager and divemaster of a well 
Known Cayman dive resort. From their 
combined skills and experiences came 
the concept of putting a complete dive re- 
sort onboard a suitable ship. To date, two 
vessels have been built with this concept 
in mind: the Cayman Aggressor, and now 
the Cayman Aggressor II. 


The pros and cons of live-aboard boat 
vacations have been debated for years. 
Yet, few have thought of a live-aboard in 
terms of a mobile mini-hotel. The Cayman 
Aggressor |i has added this dimension to 
the long list of live-aboard advantages. 


The aspect that impressed me the most 
was probably the no-hassle handling of 
dive gear. Once checked aboard the 
ship, dive gear and underwater cameras 
barely moved more than a few feet, while 
topside, all week long. The rear section of 
the main deck is well laid out for just that 
purpose. Scuba gear and tanks are 
stowed close to the diving ladders. 


A large, three level photo table pro- 
vides adequate space for Nikonos rigs, 
camera housings, strobes and video 
equipment. The photo gear is left on the 
table all week long, since the ship is total- 
ly secure. The battery charging station is 
barely six feet away. A large dip tank 
near the dive ladders allows a freshwater 
rinse of photo and other sensitive gear. 
Next to it are two coat racks for hanging 
and drying wetsuits. There is absolutely 
no need for lugging cameras or dive gear 
below deck to the cabins. And, the ease 
of getting ready for a dive Is a pleasure. 

A major surprise is the tremendous 
amount of room on the Aggressor //. This 
110 foot long ship carries a maximum of 
18 dive guests and a crew of five, yet you 
hardly see anyone except at meal time. 
The guests are spread out on three decks 
and the crew members are generally 
working behind the scenes (engine room, 
bridge, etc.) and are rarely visible. 

Passengers are encouraged to make 
dives at their own pace. There is no 
crowding at the dive ladder since the 
guests generally form small groups of 
two to four divers and stagger their entry 
times. The Aggressor // generally anchors 
on a wall dive site for a minimum of two 
dives and sometimes all day. Guests are 
never rushed; they have ample time to 
complete their dives at their leisure. 

There is no question that a live-aboard 
dive boat provides the opportunity for 
more diving. This is particularly true 
aboard the Aggressor //. The ease of div- 
ing and comfort of the private cabins al- 
lows the guests to conserve energy and 
be better rested for more diving. The 
more energetic guests (gorilla divers) will 
often make up to five dives In one day. 
The boat schedule allows for two morn-

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ing dives, two afternoon dives and at 
least one night dive. Repetitive dive ta- 
bles and bottom time are carefully moni- 
tored by each dive guest, and many use 
an Edge dive computer. Less energetic 
guests generally make three dives a day 
and still feel quite content. The typical Ag- 
gressor /I cruise offers vacationers six 
days of diving, which could amount to 30 
dives in one week depending on your de- 
sire and stamina. 

And yet, the Aggressor // is not limited 
to just gung-ho divers. Nondivers and 
new divers enjoy it equally well. This is 
probably owing to the resort hotel atmos- 
phere on board. Unlike most live- 
aboards, the Aggressor // does not disap- 
pear over the horizon, sailing off into the 
open seas. It spends most of the trip 
cruising around Grand Cayman, anchor- 
ing in calm coves and sailing close to the 
island. It is seldom more than one-half 
mile from shore. This allows nondiving 
guests to do a great deal of sightseeing, 
sunbathing and a little fishing. Small side 
trips in one of the Aggressor’s two chase 
boats help make the week a fun filled va- 
cation for everyone. 

The biggest advantage of a live-aboard 
is its ability to reach virgin dive sites and 
this is where the Aggressor // excels. 
Grand Cayman is a fairly large island—it 
is 22 miles long and eight miles wide. 
More than 80 percent of it remains unde- 
veloped and partially inaccessible. There 
are many remote areas of the Cayman 
Wall not visited by land-based dive oper- 
ators because of the distance and travel- 
ing time required. 

The Aggressor // is able to dive all four 
sides of Grand Cayman, including the 
West Wall (Seven Mile Beach), North 
Wall, East End and South Wall. The 
choice of sites depends on which way the 
wind is blowing and where the best visi- 
bility can be found. 

There is a six mile stretch of North Wall 
(toward the East End) where Captain 
Hasson has discovered and charted at 
least one dozen new sites that are spec- 
tacular. At many of these the vertical wall 
comes to within 35 feet of the surface and 
is covered with a lush jungle growth of 
black coral trees, gorgonian fans, 
sponges and other exotic fauna. The 
South Wall is equally magnificent but 
slightly deeper. In several spots, the wall 
is more than vertical—it cuts back under 
the reef on a 100 degree angle. 

In addition to visiting virgin sites and 
newly discovered locations, the Aggres- 
sor // also visits many of Grand Cayman’s 
favorites such as: Tarpon Alley, Valley of 
the Rays, Turtle Farm and the wreck of 
the Oro Verde.

its class on the Mercedes wreck. 

During the surface interval, Eleanor’s 
trainees went up on the bow for more 
briefings. On the main deck, the rest of us 
spread out for some sun time. With music 
playing in the background, we swapped 
dive stories. 

On Fisher’s Pedestal we had a great 
anchor dive. Beneath the wide overhang- 
ing coral formations many small fish nerv- 
ously milled about. A lone barracuda 
watched them. The young couple diving 
for the first time was captivated by the 
schooling grunts and fast-reacting Christ- 
mas tree worms. By the time we returned 
to the dock this pair had decided to 
spend the next five days getting their 
open water certifications. Larry’s wreck 
divers were still talking about the Mer- 
cedes. Eleanor’s class continued to dis- 
cuss training procedures; their instructor 
testing began the next day. 

While Captain Bob signed logbooks 
and helped people off the boat, the dive- 
master, Eric, had filled freshwater rinse 
buckets on the dock. All rental gear is 
handed out and returned right by the 
boat. All personal gear was carried to the 
dive store on the staff golf cart. They even 
give hitchhiking divers a ride. Once a

guest signs in at the dive store, he/she 
never has to carry a gear bag to or from 
the boat! 

The next morning, Saturday, Captain 
Bill O’Connell ran the Pro Diver. Like Bob, 
Bill is outgoing, friendly and very compe- 
tent. He took us drift diving. Pro Diver 
turned reef divers into lazy divers. On drift 
dives the boat put us on the start of the 
reef system and at the end of the dive 
when we Surfaced, it was waiting nearby. 
Depending on the strength of the Gulf 
Stream currents, divers sweep along 


enormous stretches of coral reef. Bill let 
us explore Susan's Reef. It was my favor- 
ite. Schools of grunts and snappers 
flowed down the faces of the ledges. 
Among the basket sponges and seafans, 
| saw many photographic possibilities. In 
the natural amphitheater that marks the 
end of this reef, stingrays lay in the sand. 
| found the fish life to be just as diverse 
and dense on other dives at Hammer- 
head and the Hollywood Trench. At 
Nurseshark Ledge, named for the lethar- 
gic sharks that slumber under the over-

hangs here, we made our shallow dive. 
Shy burrfish and pufferfish hovered in the 
crevices. 

People who like to spend their non-div- 
ing time doing something different should 
try parasailing. Bill’s Sunrise Marina of- 
fers jet ski and runabout rentals. Off the 
beach, visitors sail Hobie Cats and Wind- 
surfers. Every year fishermen seek re- 
cord-breaking gamefish from the Gulf 
Stream waters. Along the Intracoastal 
Waterway, many marinas charter drift 
and sportfisherman boats. For people 
who prefer the feel of solid ground, Six 
Flags Atlantis theme park provides wet 
family entertainment. Ocean World visi- 
tors can actually pet a bottlenose dolphin. 

Sunbathing requires the least energy. 
From as far away as Canada, tourists 
come to lie on the wide sandy beach. 

Fort Lauderdale restaurants are su- 
perb. The Fifteenth Street Fisheries 
serves excellent seafood. Just reading 
the menu at either the Down Under or the 
Plum Room in Yesterday’s is a gourmet 
delight. For slightly less formal evenings, 
try the Mexican fare at Carlos and 
Pepe’s. When arriving by boat or car, 
Shooter's on the Intracoastal Waterway 
will gladly welcome you. If the wind is 
right, as the Pro Diver pulls away from its 
slip, you can smell the Bahia Cabana’s 
hamburgers and conch fritters. 

Sunday morning | slept in. On the after- 
noon excursion we went first to Torpedo 
Ledge. Here, the twin ledge system had 
a 10 foot relief. Floating along at 80 feet, 
some divers spotted sea turtles. Packs of 
yellow jacks and blue runners prowl the 
ledges. This is a favorite area during lob- 
ster season. On our second dive, we 
toured the HoJo’s single ledge system. 
From the elliptical bowl at the drop zone, 
the impressive ledge runs both north and 
south. Just as | settled to the bottom, | 
sensed another presence. The Jaws 
theme reverberated across the reef top. 
slowly a gigantic shadow crossed over 
me. It was the hull of the Pro Diver! An un- 
derwater speaker hung on a long tether; 
apparently Captain Bill and Eric had dis- 
covered another use for the diver recall 
system. As the boat sailed down the reef 
line, the crew changed the music. 

During the ride back to the dock, | had 
a chance to speak with several of the div- 
ers. A husband and wife team had just 
completed their advanced class. The 
couple had been staying at the Fort Lau- 
derdale Beach Holiday Inn. With one call 
to Dana Becker, Pro Dive’s general man- 
ager, they had been able to book both 
their dives and their rooms. In addition to 
a welcome cocktail, they received a full 
diver’s breakfast each morning. They rat- 
ed the ocean view rooms as superior. 

At the store | spoke with Greg Mackay. 
He was just as proud of the operation's 








instructional programs as he was of its 
resort status. As Greg pointed out, ‘‘Be- 
cause of our facilities, if you have just two 
or three days, you can still earn almost 
any specialty certification including 
wreck, night, deep, search and recovery, 
U/W navigation or underwater photogra- 
phy. You can even earn an advanced 
certification over a long weekend.”’ 

Three divers entered the shop. This 
same group, that had been so serious 
about presentations for Eleanor on Fri- 
day, was now joking and laughing. Greg 
and | were quickly informed all three had 
just passed their instructor examinations. 
Obviously, visiting Pro Dive in Fort Lau- 
derdale was not only a great way to go 
on a diving vacation, but also a fun way 
to acquire another level of certification. 

Staying in Fort Lauderdale always 
makes me feel as if I’m in the Caribbean. 
Fortunately, the major differences are 
that you can drive here and you don't 
have to go through Customs and Immi- 
gration. With the spectacular wrecks and 
great drift diving, Fort Lauderdale has as 
much variety underwater as it does on- 
shore. Pro Dive makes it easy. They also 
make it different. With more than 50 dif- 
ferent reef and wreck sites, no one has to 
dive the same area twice.

Rum Point Inn, near Placencia, about 
70 miles south of Belize City, Belize, has 
five cabanas with private bath and two 
queen size beds in each.

Rum Point Inn has its own compressor, 
tanks, weightbelts and dive boats.

drawied as | walked into his Fort 
Lauderdale airport office. | doubt I’m the 
only one who has heard that greeting, 
Neal has lots of buddies. | like being one 
of those buddies, he can be a good friend 
to have around. 

In his mid 40s, Neal Watson has the 
body of a college wrestler; holds a mas- 
ter's rank in karate; flies his own twin en- 
gine airplane; operates three dive re- 
sorts; has doubled for James Bond in the 
007 underwater scenes; salvaged Span- 
ish gold from the bottom of the ocean; 
swam farther underwater on scuba that 
any other human being; has been a bar 
bouncer; has dived on the Andrea Doria; 
has wrestled tiger sharks; holds the 
world’s record for gyrocopter flight dis-

tance and another for deep diving on 
compressed air. He is also about the 
most unpretentious guy | know. : 

| first read about this daredevil and his 
exploits in an Argosy Magazine article in 
the mid ‘70s. That story made him sound 
like an egomaniac (he is not) whom | 
really would never be interested in meet- 
ing. But it went into some detail about 
how meticulous he is about planning his 
various projects, especially those that 
concern diving. He has swum on scuba 
from Bimini to Florida (that’s 50 miles) 
without stopping. In 1968 he set a scuba 
record that will likely never be broken by 
diving to 437 feet on compressed air, a 
project that took a full year of training. 
Talk about narcosis, when he speaks 
about that dive it is almost as if he is tell- 
ing the story as an observer. If pressed, 


he'll admit he doesn’t actually remember | 


placing the pin on the line that would later 
establish his record! 

So, what has all this got to do with An- 
dros Beach Hotel and Andros Undersea 
Adventures? A lot. Neal's adventure 
planning ability has made him one fine 
businessperson who understands and 
talks the business of diving from a diver’s 
side of the conversation. As a result, eve- 
rything at this Bahamas island resort is 
planned around diving. 

Barely 30 miles west of the Bahamas 
capital city, Andros is accessible by air 
from Florida or Nassau. In this nation of 
islands it is something special. First, it is 
the largest of any island in the Bahamas: 
105 miles long by 50 miles wide. Sec- 


ond, itis the major source of drinking wa- 
ter for Nassau and New Providence. 
More than one million gallons are 
shipped out by barge each day. [hird, it 
is one of the few suitable islands for agri- 
culture—practically everything that is 
commercially grown in the country fs 
grown here. And fourth, it is fronted on 
the east by a 140 mile long coral reef. 
The Bahamians say it is the second larg- 
est barrier reef in the world and only one- 
half dozen miles of it have been explored. 

Neal first noticed this pine tree covered 
island from his plane. Flying low, enroute 
from one of his other dive operations at 
Bimini to Nassau, he could see the arms 


- of expansive elkhorn corals stretching to 


within inches of the surface—a reef so 
lovely it was accurately described by writ- 
er Barbara Currie as ‘an intricate Persian 
rug of varied blue patterns.”’ The ocean 
can be rolling on the outside, but as soon 
as the surge hits the reef it is calmed by 
the protective corals. On the outside of 
the reef is the Tongue of the Ocean, one 
of the deepest ocean trenches in this part 
of the world. Neal was aware that almost 
none of this reef had ever been seen by 
divers. He was also keenly aware that 
tourism had never played an important 
role on Andros. There are few permanent 
inhabitants—just more than 8,000—and 
no major hotels. Neal knew the combina- 
tion of a relatively untouched island desti- 
nation and an unexplored barrier reef this 
close to the U.S. could make a dynamite 
dive resort. 

In 1983 a friend told Neal about a small 
hotel near Nicholl’s Town on the north- 
eastern tip of Andros that might be avail- 
able. The Andros Beach Hotel faced the 
reef; was close to the wall; had a pool, 


beautiful grassy lawns, plenty of fresh 


water, a nice beach, bar, restaurant and 
12 rooms. It was the perfect location and 
size for an uncrowded dive resort. 

With tanks, compressors and his dive 
boat, the Wall Diver, tied to the dock di- 
rectly in front of the hotel, a major renova- 
tion project that is still continuing began 
to turn the hotel into the dive resort Neal 
envisioned. The staff was introduced to 
the standards Neal wanted for his guests. 
Not major hotel standards, but those that 
make you feel as if you are at your own 
small island retreat. The rooms are kept 
clean, are more than comfortable, but not 
luxurious. And, you dont have to carry 
your room key unless you insist. 


Neal has made a major push for guests 


to feel as if they are staying with friends. 
Staff members constantly ask how you 


are and if you are having a good time. — 


They genuinely want to get to know you 
and take an interest in your well being. 
You can go anywhere on the hotel prop- 
erty in a bathing suit and not feel conspic- 
uous. You can put your wet dive gear out 
on the patio and not worry about it. 

The diving on the barrier reef at Andros 
is somewhat different from that found in 


much of the Caribbean. There is really 
good shallow diving in 15 to 30 feet, little 
current, excellent mid-depth reefs and a 
deep wall that does not resemble any of 
those seen elsewhere. 

At reefs such as Three Sisters and Sail- 
fish the elkhorn jungles come right up to 
the surface. The sand floor is barely 20 
feet down and reflects so much light you 
can take very nice snapshots with any of 
the popular point and shoot underwater 
cameras. The fish life is not thick, but it is 
more than adequate to add just the right 
dash of color to your photos. 

The shallow reefs are a great place to 
try out one of the half-dozen Australian 
made underwater propulsion vehicles 
Neal has for rent. Great fun on either 
snorkel or scuba, they can shoot you 
through the maze of corals with the 
speed and agility not possible with just 
your fins. In an hour you can discover 
four times the territory with half the effort. 

A couple of miles down the coast from 
the hotel, the remains of a 200 foot 
freighter stick well out of the water. 
Stories about its sinking in either 1929 or 
1951 are certainly varied depending on 
whom you ask. Broken in half, with the 
stern one-quarter mile from the bow, the 
Potomac has been down long enough to 
have heads of elkhorn coral growing on 
its deck less than 10 feet below the sur- 
face. Completely surrounded by a coral 
reef, it has two large schools of silver 
minnows that swarm at either end of an 
overhang. Several large grouper live in- 
side its rusted holds. 

In depths ranging from 60 to more than 
100 feet, places like the Petrified Forest 
and Black Coral Canyon have big coral 
posts scattered across their faces. Sand 
channels wind their way to the deep wa- 
ter and on the bottom the weathered rem- 
nants of old reefs are overgrown with 
new corals, seafans and gorgonians. Be- 
yond these deeper dive sites, the wall be- 
gins, sloping to 120 feet before finally 
dropping vertically into the ink of the 
Tongue of the Ocean. 

lf you are an underwater photography 
enthusiast, all these places offer some 
great backdrops for new photos. Plan to 
shoot with an E-6 compatible film such as 
Kodak Ektachrome or Fujichrome. Neal 
has automated 35mm film processing 
equipment at the hotel so you can check 
your results and learn from your master- 
ings and mistakes daily. 

Getting to Andros is simple on regular- 
ly scheduled charter flights on Atlantic 
Coastal Airways from Fort Lauderdale. 
Package prices include air fare, hotel, 
diving and meals. The only extras are 
your bar bill and Bahamian departure tax.

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glowing bar above his head, he chal- 
lenged the Indian to tangle with him, an 
act which caused the Indian to back off. 
Thereafter, no more threats were made 
against the Frenchmen. 

Sailing to the area of Lake Michigan's 
Green Bay, the adventurers did a brisk 
fur trade business with Indian trappers. 
By September 18, 1679, the vessel's 
hold was stacked with prize pelts. Conse- 
quently, La Salle ordered a small crew to 
sail back to the Niagara country so this 
cargo could be used to pay off the most 
pressing of his huge debts. 

Misfortune after misfortune seemed to 
badger La Salle, for the Griffin, after de- 
parting from Green Bay, never reached 
its destination. It completely vanished! On 
board, in addition to the furs, was the 
chest containing $12,000 in gold coins. 
This is not a great Sum as treasures go, 
but their numismatic value would be con- 
siderable today. 

Obviously, the vessel had foundered 
on its return voyage and the crew had 
been lost. Credence that the Griffin was 
wrecked in the northern reaches of Lake 
Huron is gained from the fact that, in 
1890, a Mississagi lighthouse keeper sta- 
tioned on western Manitoulin Island dis- 
covered four skeletons in a cave near the 
lighthouse. Nearby were two more skele- 
tons, a watch, a chain and some coins of 
the 1600s. He also found part of an an- 
cient ship's hull and a bolt of the type 
used in La Salle’s time. Although these 
finds were made somewhat east and a bit 
south of the wreck site indicated by Lons- 
dale and Kaplan, it is possible the men 
could have been driven to the island by 
a severe storm. 

The crew of the ship had consisted of 
the skipper, Luc Dane, four sailors and a 
boy. Could the grisly skeletons have 
been the remains of the Griffin's crew? 
Many researchers believe so. 

Additional evidence, supporting the 
wrecked vessel's general location, is 
gained from the fact that airplane pilots 
have sometimes reported sighting the 
outline of a ship resting on the bottom of 
North Channel. Of interest to salvagers is 
the wood of the ship would not have dete- 
riorated to the extent of that of ships lost 
in saltwater. 

The historical significance of the lost 
Griffin and the ship’s treasure have long 
intrigued divers. Some day a lucky per- 
son will unravel the mystery of this fa- 
mous Craft. >

astounding wealth of useless information. 
Then after making a pass through one of 
the numerous hotel buffets, he usually 
headed down to the white sandy beach 
and stretched out in the nearest ham- 
mock. | often went off to tinker with my 
cameras or watch a slide show.

Allan Bloomrosen coordinates the vari- 
ous activities of Don Foster's Dive Grand 
Cayman just as smoothly as Craig Burns, 
who runs Peter Hughes’ operation on 
Cayman Brac. | met Allan on a wail dive 
at Sentinel Rock. AS Sam and | swam 
around the pinnacle, we heard the whir of 
an electric motor. Riding a yellow propul- 
sion vehicle, Allan emerged from behind 
the coral wall. With an OK sign and a 
wave, he headed off to pay his respects 
to the other divers. When my partner and 
| swam back over to the main wall, we 
spotted Allan again. This time he had a 
passenger; the guests were taking turns 
holding onto his fins. 

Back on board the Cayman Sea (one 
of Don Foster's six vessels), divemasters 
took off our gear. While they began to 
change our tanks for us, | rinsed my cam- 
eras and Sam headed for the fruit punch. 
Someone put a tape on the stereo. 

For the next two days we submitted to 
this pampering. Captains like Mike 
Grundy took us to different locations each 
trip. Sites such as the Trinity Caves and 
Tarpon Alley have been written about 
many times, but diving them is still a real 
treat. Grand Cayman has several deep 
cuts in the wall. At Eagle Ray Pass the 
sand channel starts at 65 feet and ends 
on the wall at 100 feet. Orange Canyon 
was named for the numerous massive or- 
ange sponges that cling to the walls of its 
coral valley. Prior to diving, Mike made 
sure that everyone felt comfortably famil- 
iar with the orientation of each site. Don 
Foster's staff managed to make us feel 
well attended without being overly super- 
vised. Even on the night dive, the crew 
was attentive but not overbearing. 








For two afternoons, Sam and | roamed 
the island. We borrowed a couple of 
scooters from Coconut Rentals. While 
watching the sunset from the Royal 
Palms pool and beach bar on Thursday, 
Sam spotted a young lady in a sun hat 
and cotton dress walking along the wa- 
ter’'s edge. Saturday afternoon at Ocean 
Designs in the Cayman Falls Shopping 
Plaza, Sam found and bought a similar 
outfit. ln George Town, | purchased some 
black coral jewelry. Buying these gifts 
helped ease our guilty consciences for 
leaving our ladies stateside. 

At night we visited the local restaurants 
and clubs. The Cracked Conch offers a 
relaxed island atmosphere and Caribbe- 
an food. Just down the street, the Lone 
Star does Texas proud. On one evening, 
we dropped into the Lord Nelson at Tra- 
falgar Place; a truly British crowd, the 
people were great. Perhaps the regulars 
had never seen a pair of young Yanks 
throw darts so poorly, or, as | would rath- 
er believe it, they often share a round of 
ale with fellow divers. 

Saturday night brought the Royal 
Palm's own double feature, Bradley's 
slide show, followed by a barbecue. In 
front of the pool bar after dinner, we 
pulled beach chairs down to the water's 
edge. The voices from the beach bar be- 
hind us were occasionally replaced by 
the roll of a gentle wave.

Krowe for its quaint little gift shops 
and seaside cafes, the city of Laguna 
is well worth a visit. And, some of the 
most colorful and life-abundant reefs in 
Southern California can be found off La- 
guna’s coastline. Coves line the entire 
city seafront, with Shaws Cove probably 
the most frequented. With its many beau- 
tiful rock formations and its catacomb of 
grottos, Shaws lures hundreds of divers 
into the water every year. 

Off Cliff Street, a long flight of stairs will 
take you down to a wide open beach- 
front. The water entry is a sandy one. 
There is a gradual decline that is easily 
descended by both beginners and expe- 
rienced divers. Water conditions are usu- 
ally quite favorable, although the surf can 
pick up. The slope of the sandy floor be- 
gins in about three feet of water, where 
the reef also begins. This rocky reef ex- 
tends to a depth of approximately 50 feet. 

As you continue along the reef to about 
25 feet, you will find the wide open mouth 
to the entry of the main grotto. The sea 
bottom around the entry is a shell collec- 
tor’s delight owing to all of the empties 
left behind by neighboring octopus. The 
main passage is wide enough for two to

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t's called the Space mask and it does 

have a futuristic, Star Wars look. The 
frame has the angles and contours of a 
modern sculpture. The Space mask is 
made of space-age materials, too. There 
are four versions. While the Space Ill and 
IV have traditional black neoprene skirts, 
the Space | and Il have extremely soft, 
flexible skirts of crystal-clear silicone rub- 
ber. If you’ve been asleep for the last ten 
years you may not know that silicone, 
though a more expensive rubber, has a 
number of advantages. It eliminates aller- 
gic reactions; is impervious to ozone and 
ultraviolet light; and lasts approximately 
twice as long as neoprene. The clear sili- 
cone allows light to penetrate the interior 
of the mask, illuminating the wearer’s 
face so he/she is photogenic. 

The neoprene and silicone versions of 
the Space mask skirt are identical except 
for material. They both have a double 
flanged seal and a nose pocket for easy 
equalization. The split head strap 
matches the skirt material. It is easily ad- 
justed, even while it is being worn under- 
water. Simply press on the two ridges of

the strap lock and pull on the strap to 
tighten or loosen. 

The frames of the Space masks are 
polymethylmetacrilate—a sturdy, durable 
plastic. The Space | has a translucent 
red/black frame and silicone skirt; the || 
has a translucent blue frame and silicone 
skirt; the Ill has an opaque black/white 
frame and neoprene skirt; the IV has an 
opaque black/yellow frame and neo- 
prene skirt. All have a tempered glass, 
single lens faceplate. 

The Space mask is slightly larger than 
most of the masks | have worn in the last 
couple of years. It has the widest face- 
plate of any in recent memory. Underwa- 
ter this affords a surprisingly large field of 
view. Because the lens is a single piece 
of glass, there is nothing in the center (as 
there is with goggle type masks) to inter- 
fere with the line of sight. However, the 
mask still has a relatively low volume and 
is easy to clear. 

Most masks require little care and the 
Space masks are no exception. Rinse 
and let dry when your diving day Is over. 
If your mask has a silicone skirt it should

KONA

waii. This island is twice the size of all the other major islands 
combined. A protective, mountainous backdrop shields the 
area from wind and rain, making for calm, clear conditions 
along miles of expansive, rugged coastline. More than 65 dive 
sites have been located along this 50 mile stretch. 

Kona Coast Divers makes its home in a newly built shop re- 
sembling a Cape Cod style lighthouse, overlooking the village 
of Kailua-Kona and adjacent Kailua Harbor.

MAUI 

Several different islands including Maui, Lanai, Kahoolawe 
and Molokini Crater make up Maui County. Ocean Activities 
Center specializes in inter-island dive charters. Reservations 
are made in the Wailea Shopping Center, on Maui’s growing 
southwest side, while the boats depart from Maalaea Harbor. 
The harbor is centrally located on the island between the towns 
of Lahaina and Kihei/Wailea.

The No Ka Oj IV, Ocean Activities’ customized 37 foot boat, 
has twin diesel engines and accommodates 12 passengers 
with room to spare.

am. On a leisurely boat ride across the channel, divers are 
served a continental breakfast as they enjoy the warmth of the 
sun’s morning rays. After the second tank, thirsty divers can 
drink a beer or soda and build their own sandwiches. Divers 
can sportfish on their way to and from the dive sites, testing 
their lines on such Pacific game fish as ono, mahi mahi, marlin 
and tuna. 

Jim Hausch, manager of OAC's scuba operation, varies the 
dive destination each day, depending on weather conditions 
and passenger requests. The company employs 18 instructors. 
All are certified U.S. Coast Guard boat captains. All necessary 
equipment is provided by OAC, including farmer johns, Scuba- 
pro regulators and Stabilizing Jackets. 

Ocean Activities Center also manages Hotel Lanai, a quaint 
11 room lodge on the island of Lanai, where optional nights are 
available to package divers. Transportation is provided by the 
OAC boats. OAC runs two 56 and 65 foot catamarans for snor- 
kelers. One tank dives are also available from these boats. 

Ocean Activities Center divers stay at the Maui Sunset Con- 
dominiums in Kihei, on the water a short distance from Maa- 
laea Harbor.

Aquatics Kauai’s 26 foot Ra- 
don, the Nani Kai, which carries six div- 
ers, will be kept for smaller groups. 

All two tank charters depart mornings 
and afternoons from Port Allen on Kau- 
ai’s leeward south coast. There is an infi- 
nite selection of sites within 10 to 30 min- 
utes from the harbor. During the summer, 
trips are made along the rugged cliffs of 
the Napali Coast on Kauai’s north shore.

three divers. The walls on each side are 
filled with life. Crevices are homes to oc- 
topus and moray eels. Some of the crev- 
ices extend far back, making great hiding 
places for spiny lobster. Turning on a 
dive light to illuminate one of these small 
caverns will expose many pairs of tiny, 
glittering eyes. Local fish such as kelp- 
fish, opaleye; blacksmith, rockfish, go- 
bies and sheephead are easily found 
along with the ever-present California 
State fish, the garibaldi. Varieties of star- 
fish, crabs, shrimp and brilliantly colored 
nudibranchs are also common. 

Night diving on this reef can be out- 
Standing. Nocturnal creatures come out 
of hiding while creatures of the sunlight 
lie under ledges. 

Photography is excellent both day and 
night. Macro photography is superb and 
wide angle can be outstanding when all

water conditions are right. 

The main passage continues out to 
Crescent Bay. Smaller channels jut off 
the main one. The best one to take 
merges from the left. It is about 50 feet 
long and wide enough for one diver. The 
surge shoots you through like a missile. 
This exhilarating ride will dump the diver 
out on the end of the reef, which is also 
very rich with marine life. Some of the 
best macro photographs can be taken on 
this outer reef. In fact, it's a good idea to 
plan two dives at Shaws Cove—one to be 
spent inside the grotto and the other at 
the outer end of the reef. The depth here 
is approximately 40-50 feet. Strawberry 
anemones, rock scallops and starfish 
blanket the rocky terrain. This is a good 
area to see both schooling and larger 
fish. Sea lions from Seal Rock, a little far- 
ther north in Crescent Bay, occasionally 
come into Shaws Cove to frolic and play. 
Shaws Reef can be explored in one com- 
plete circle by swimming through the 
main grotto, through the side passage 
bearing to the left and then to the outer 
reef. After exploring this area, head left, 
back up the reef to shore. =

in the August issue of ine Ki 
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n 1972, | sat next to Robert Ballard ata 

lobster feed in Gloucester, MA. He 
leaned over and said quietly: “‘l’m going 
to find the Titanic—don't tell anyone.” 

In September 1985 he found it. 

About a month afterward, Ballard ac- 
cepted a Distinguished Alumni Award 
from the UC Santa Barbara Alumni Asso- 
ciation (he is a 1965 graduate of the uni- 
versity). When handing Ballard his award, 
UCSB chancellor Robert Huttenback ex- 
tolled Ballard’s work in the field of ocean- 
ography (he is a director at Woods Hole 
Oceanographic Institution). 

Ballard, however, is not an award or 
publicity monger and at the podium he 
talked more about happy days with his 
fraternity brothers at the university than 
he did about the Jitanic. It was delightful. 

And, when | saw him, he thought back 
on that lobster feed in Gloucester 13 
years before, and said it was just about 
then he got the idea to go for the world’s 
most famous shipwreck. 

At the time, Ballard was at Woods 
Hole, studying deep thermal vents. For 
his studies, he used deep diving sub- 
mersibles, the Alvin in particular. In 1972, 
the Alvin was refitted with a new titanium 
hull that would allow it to dive deep. In- 
stead of going to 6,000 feet, it would now 
go to 10,000 feet, and this gave Ballard 
the idea to go after the Titanic. *‘| thought 
we could just stretch it a bit—to 13,000 
feet,’’ Ballard said. 

Ballard said he never got around to us- 
ing the Alvin for his search, because ro- 
botics entered the fields of oceanography 
and offshore oil recovery and proved to 
be more than capable of doing the job. 

The French Institute for Research and 
Exploitation of the Sea had developed a 
wide swath, sidescan sonar system ca- 
pable of scanning a mile-wide path in the 
deep ocean. With this, Ballard and his 
French-American team found the Titanic 
on September 1, 1985. 

The ship lay on the bottom—13,120 
feet down and perfectly preserved. ‘‘It 
was whole, upright, suspended and very 
eerie, Ballard said. ‘‘We had done so 
much research on the wreck that we 
were very familiar with the disaster sur- 
rounding it. We would swing from elation 
to depression in moments.”’ 

Ballard believes the ship should be 
made into a memorial. The idea of raising 


the Jitanic, he said, is ‘‘ridiculous—a 
waste of time and money.’ 

He also opposes salvaging anything 
from the Jitanic. An exception would be 
the artifacts scattered around the wreck, 
which could be housed in a museum. 

Ballard said he supports the Titanic 
Memorial Act of 1985 (House Resolution 
32/72). The measure would declare the 
sunken ship to be an “international mari- 
time memorial,’ direct the National Oce- 
anic and Atmospheric Administration 
(NOAA) to establish guidelines ‘‘for con- 
ducting research, exploration and, if ap- 
propriate, salvage.’’ It would also order 
the State Department to fashion an inter- 
national agreement committing other na- 
tions to abide by NOAA rules. The Titanic 
lles in international waters. 

Ballard said he is optimistic the mea- 
sure will pass the Senate, because ‘‘any- 
one who wouldn't want it to pass would 
be like the Grinch who stole Christmas.”’ 

Ballard’s immediate plans are to ‘‘rest 
and go to sea’’ and otherwise get on with 
scientific life. His next expedition is a two 
week exploration of deep subsea volca- 
noes in the Pacific, using the same deep- 
sea robotic system he used to locate the 
Titanic. Ballard said his team will have a 
look at the volcanoes that exist at 10,000 
feet on the ocean floor off Mexico. The 
volcanoes, he said, are in a “ring of fire’’ 
that includes the Nevado del Ruiz volca- 
no that recently erupted in Columbia and 
buried nearby Armero. The Titanic expe- 
dition, Ballard said, was “only a test’’ for 
the volcano work. ‘“‘It will be completely 
scientific and you can bet we won't be 
followed by the media,’’ he said. 

Will he go back to the Titanic? ‘I’m 
supporting legislation to leave it alone,”’ 
he said. ‘So, I'll abide by the rules.” 

Ballard’s nonchalance about all the 
hoopla surrounding his discovery was 
apparent during the UCSB alumni festivi- 
ties. After chancellor Huttenback handed 
him his award for his serious work, Bal- 
lard recalled a few pranks he pulled with 
his Sigma Alpha Epsilon brothers and 
commented on the fact one can now buy 
a beer in the UCEN building. He also said 
his four years on campus “‘prepared me 
for what I’m doing now.” 

Afterward, he politely answered ques- 
tions, but all he really wanted to do was

he south shore of Long Island, NY is 

largely composed of long, narrow 
barrier islands that Separate large, shal- 
low bays from the open ocean. Inlets are 
breaks in the barrier island systems that 
are occasionally formed naturally by 
storms. These inlets in past years have 
been made navigable by dredging and 
have been maintained by the building of 
rock jetties. The jetties have become 
habitats for a great variety of marine life. 
Therefore, they provide excellent diving 
opportunities for spearfishermen, photog- 
raphers and naturalists. 

The best known jetty is at Shinnecock 
Inlet, 90 miles east of New York City in 
the beautiful and exclusive Hamptons. 
Swift currents moving through the jetty 
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have scoured a hole to a depth of 80 feet, 
where fish are plentiful owing to the cool- 
er waters. The bottom is covered with 
clay ledges that are spongy and porous, 
reminiscent of earlier marshlands long 
since covered by the sea. 

A frequent visitor to this jetty can watch 
as the seasons change underwater. Early 
spring (40°F) brings in schools of striped 
bass, bluefish and blackfish. As the sum- 
mer approaches, huge schools of pol- 
lack, Snappers and butterfish appear. At 
times, great swarms of gammaridean 
amphipods, tiny shrimp-like crustaceans, 
become the diver’s companions. 

As the water warms (75°F) and fall ap- 
proaches, tropical fish are brought to 
Shinnecock Inlet by Gulf Stream eddies. 
Beautiful butterflyfish, angelfish, group- 
ers, damsels, tangs, barracuda, trigger- 
fish and filefish are present in large num- 
bers. The underwater photographer has 
a good opportunity to practice as the visi- 
bility improves to 20 to 30 feet at this 
time. This is also a good opportunity to 
collect tropical fish for aquariums.

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In any season, the permanent inhabit- 
ants of Shinnecock Jetty can be found. 
These include large New England lob- 
sters, flounder, starfisn and a variety of 
crabs. The jetty is home to huge conger 
eels, graceful stingrays, toadfish and 
puffers. Wide angle photography is a 
challenge here but the results are worth- 
while. Macro photography opportunities 
are also plentiful as the rocks are cov- 
ered with red and yellow sponges, tlow- 
ery anemones and star corals. Nudi- 
branchs, mussels and barnacles also 
adorn the rocks. 

Not far from Shinnecock Inlet, on the 
bay side of the barrier island, is the Pon- 





quogue Bridge. This old wooden bridge 
crosses a narrow section of Shinnecock 
Bay and connects the mainland with the 
barrier island. The bridge pilings are an 
attractive home for marine life to settle 


on; anemones, sponges, sea urchins and. 


hydroids are well established here. Wide 
angle photography is appropriate for 
photographing divers as sunlight streams 
through the pilings in the background. 
The resident fish are friendly and enjoy 
an occasional snack from divers. 

To avoid problems, diving at both the 
jetty and bridge should be done at slack 
tide when currents are at a minimum. 
Tide tables can be easily obtained from 
the local dive shops. Divers should not 
venture into the boat channels as there is 
heavy traffic and surfacing in this area is 
hazardous as well as illegal. 

After a dive, the beach area is perfect 
for surfing, relaxing and picnicking. The 
Hamptons are an exciting tourist area, 
with excellent restaurants and night- 
CIUDS. >s6tf.

A’ underwater treasure hunt is an ex- 
cellent way to support DAN and also 
promote diving in your area. The benefits 
to dive stores are many: community rec- 
ognition, a positive public image as a 


-Safety-minded and charitable business, 


increased sales and rental revenue and 
added income from service and repairs. 
Dive clubs can benefit by providing a 
safe and enjoyable dive activity for their 
members, generating interest in diving in 
the local community and supporting div- 
ing safety, in general, by aiding DAN. 

This article is designed to assist you in 
Sponsoring, promoting and organizing a 
successful DAN underwater treasure 
hunt. The following guidelines and sug- 
gestions have been successfully used 
and, we trust, will aid you in planning 
your benefit for DAN. 


THE CORRECT DATE 

Allow yourself four months of promo- 
tion time. We suggest choosing a time of 
year a bit off-season, yet at a time when 
weather and diving conditions will still at- 
tract a large number of participants. By 
planning your hunt at this time, you not 
only give divers an exciting event to look 
forward to, at a time of year they may not 
be diving as often, you can actually begin 
or extend your local diving season. 


THE DIVE SITE 
The ideal site for your hunt is a well 
Known local site with good visibility, easy 
access for large numbers of divers and 
spectators, shallow depth, safe water 
conditions, nearby or on-site camping 
and airfills. 


ENTRY FORMS AND FEES 

Entry forms should be printed in dupli- 
cate, one for you and one for the partici- 
pant. Include date of hunt; time; location: 
entry fee; that proceeds will be donated 
to DAN; and a liability release, which the 
participant reads and signs. Decide on an 
entry fee for divers and spectators that 
you feel is appropriate in your area ($15 
per diver and $3 per spectator has been 
successfully charged in several areas). 


TREASURE HUNT BROCHURE 

Your brochure should be exciting and 
fun to read. Remember: This is what 
“sells” your hunt! Have it professionally 








printed and include all the details divers 
need to know. Mention the need to bring 
C-cards, dive gear, full tanks, food (if 
there is on-site or nearby camping facili- 
ties), etc. Mention that the entry fee is a 
tax-deductible contribution to DAN, and 
allows them a chance to win a prize by 
participating in the hunt. Estimate the 
number of brochures needed for the next 
four months, and cut costs by having 
them all printed at one time. 


PROMOTION 

As soon as you have selected the date 
and location of your hunt, start talking 
about your upcoming DAN underwater 
treasure hunt! Tell everyone about It! Cre- 
ate an air of excitement! Word-of-mouth 
is your least expensive, most effective 
form of advertising—let it work for you! 

In each newsletter published over the 
next four months, include information 
about your hunt. Put up posters in your 
store, in other area dive shops and at lo- 
cal dive sites if possible. Keep your bro- 
chures ready to hand out to everyone 
who enters your store. 

Encourage your divers to pre-register 
and reserve rentals. This not only gets 
them committed and assures their atten- 
dance, it gets some money up front and 
can also help in planning the actual hunt. 

Invite other dive shops, instructors and 
dive clubs to attend. Ask for their help 
and support. Send them brochures for 
their divers. Call and see if they need 
more brochures. Show them how they 
can benefit by working with you on this 
project—profits through increased sales 
and rental revenue. 

Mail the brochures about three weeks 
before the hunt to everyone on your mail- 
ing list. 

Write press releases and send them to 
all area newspapers, TV and radio sta- 
tions about three weeks before the hunt. 
One week later, make follow-up phone 
calls. Do not overlook sending press re- 
leases to the major and local diving mag- 
azines and newspapers [at least three 
months ahead of the event for SKIN DIV- 
ER Magazine]. 

The week before the hunt, put together 
a flier listing all the prizes and who donat- 
ed them and send it to area dive shops. 
Make it available to everyone participat- 
ing. (Save one for each of the prize do- 
nors.) Give these fliers out at the hunt. 

Get on the phone and call as many div- 
ers as possible who have not yet signed 
up for the hunt. This personal phone call 
from you, inviting them to attend, can 
really increase your attendance. Every- 
one appreciates a little special attention. 


PRIZES 

We suggest writing a letter asking for 
contributions from your sales representa- 
tives, manufacturers of diving and sport- 
ing equipment, other dive shops, area 
merchants and factories. Your letter 
should give your reasons for sponsoring 
this event, include the date and location

Before announcing the prizes, 
be sure the announcer introduces your 
staff of volunteers and thanks them. Also 
thank everyone for attending and partici- 
pating. Be sure to announce who donat- 
ed the prizes as they are handed out. 

We suggest holding an auction imme- 
diately after the hunt (before giving out 
the prizes corresponding to the tags 
found—to hold your audience) for any of 
the prizes not recovered. This can be a 
lot of fun and can raise additional money 
for DAN. 

A way to keep the hunt exciting and fun 
for everyone is to seal each prize receipt 
in individual envelopes a day or two be- 
fore the hunt, then the day of the hunt 
have someone number the outside of the 
sealed envelopes with numbers corre- 
sponding to the underwater tags. This 
way no one will know which number is 
which prize! 

(6) Supplies for the hunt. These include 
numbered tags for underwater. The ob- 
ject of the hunt is to find the tags, so use 
something brightly colored, which will 
settle near the bottom without being lost. 
You will need magic markers, scissors, 
tape for snorkels (colored plastic tape 
works well). You need entry forms, with 
liability releases for divers and spectators 
to sign in duplicate; ink pens, tables and 
chairs at the registration area; a table for 
prizes; buoy markers to secure the dive 
site; a speaker system and walkie-talkies 
for communication; a tent or canopy (in 
case of rain). 


RULES/REGULATIONS 

Hold a briefing at the site before the 
beginning of the hunt to clarify the rules 
and regulations for everyone. The follow- 
ing regulations should apply: 

(A) A valid certification card must be 
presented when registering. 

(B) Equipment required per diver: full 
tank of air, pressure gauge, BC. Per bud- 
dy team: at least one depth gauge is re- 
quired. No unsafe equipment will be 
allowed. Recommended: a full wetsuit. 

(C) Dive buddy. Any diver found sepa- 
rated from his/her buddy will cause the 
disqualification of both divers and the for- 
feiting of any prize tags found. Buddy 
teams will be assigned numbers and tags 
that must be visibly displayed (attached 
to tip of snorkel). 

(D) The dive/hunt ends when: each 
member of the buddy team recovers one 
item; or tank pressure in either buddy's 
tank reaches 500 psi; or all divers are re- 
called at the end of one hour. Any diver 
checked out of the water with less than 
500 psi in his/her tank will forfeit any 
prize tags. 

(E) Alcohol and drugs of any type are 
hazards underwater. Any diver suspect- 
ed to be intoxicated will be disqualified. 

(F) Any participant deemed unfit or un- 
safe to dive may be disqualified at the 
discretion of the dive coordinator. 

(G) All divers must attend the pre-dive 
briefing at (insert time).

(H) No one is allowed in the water until 
the signal to start has been given by the 
dive coordinator. 

(1) Diver (and parent/guardian when 
necessary) must sign liability release. 

(J) Violation of any of the above rules 
will result in disqualification of the diver 
(and possibly the buddy). 

These rules and regulations should be 
included in your brochures, newsletters 
and entry forms so participants will know 
them in advance and come to the hunt 
prepared and properly informed. 

Other suggestions: Keep all the funds 
collected from the treasure hunt in a sep- 
arate account, making your bookkeeping 
easier. Keep receipts of all expenditures. 
lf you are in a position to donate what has 
been spent on your hunt, you may want 
to do this as a part of your tax deductible 
contribution. If not, deduct these expendi- 
tures from the total proceeds. 

If possible, plan a campout for the night 
before the hunt. This creates more excite- 
ment and will attract more divers. 

After the hunt, write a Summary of the 
event, including number of participants, 
prizes donated, how much money the 
auction raised and total proceeds for 
DAN. Include a thank-you message for 
everyone who contributed and attended 
the hunt. Send a summary to divers and 
spectators who attended, anyone who 
donated a prize, etc. This is great insur- 
ance for their support next year! 

Make this a yearly event for your store 
or club. Each year it will get bigger and 
better, generating more income for your 
store and more support for DAN. 

A DAN underwater treasure hunt Is just 
one of many fund raising ideas. Some 
others are a raffle, a dive trip, or a social 
event. DAN headquarters will gladly sup- 
ply as many DAN brochures and posters 
as YOU Need. xe

Wrist Lanyard 

secures Dive Gear

ie donated my last piece of gear to Da- 
vy Jones. He's going to have to buy his 
own from now on. How can | be sure? | 
use a wrist lanyard on every dive. 

Our usual dive spots are along the New 
England coast where the waters are very 
cold in the winter and just cold in the 
summer. This means wearing either mit- 
tens or fairly substantial gloves. When 
you wear hand coverings, you lose a 
substantial amount of your tactile abilities 
(sense of touch). It’s very easy for a gear 
bag, knife, light, lobster—or anything—to 
slip out of your grip when you're not 
aware of it. | have been struggling to dis- 
lodge a lobster from its lair, put a gear 
bag down and had it disappear into Davy 
Jones coffers forever. 

I've tried putting wrist loops on gear 
but find they tend to catch on things when 
not in use and, more often than not, slip 
off. The solution is to put small attach- 
ment loops on the gear and wear a wrist 
lanyard. Now, every time | have an imple- 
ment in my hand, it is attached to the 
wrist lanyard. 

A lanyard is very easy and inexpensive 
to make. Take about 18 inches of 3/16 
inch shock cord (available by the foot at 
most hardware and camping stores), tie 
a knot in one end and fasten it to itself 
with a plastic electrical wire wrap (avail- 
able at electrical supply stores such as 
Radio Shack). Tie a clip on the end and 
it's ready to use. 

| chose to use the wire wraps that have 
a label on them. This allows me to have 
my name and address on the lanyard. If 
for any reason gear and lanyard are lost, 
my identification would be with them. Inci- 
dentally, these little labeled wire wraps 
are excellent for marking other gear that 
is difficult to write on—such as goodie 
bags. Heating the raw ends of the shock 
cord with a match will fuse them together 
and prevent unraveling. 

The shock cord is fully adjustable. Just 
give it a pull and it becomes narrower as 
it stretches. This allows it to slip through 
the wire wrap and snug up against the 
wrist. Its stretchability is good for deep 
dives when your wetsuit compresses. 

Sorry Davy Jones, no more contribu- 
tions to your locker—and soon my diving 
colleagues will be hanging onto their 
gear, too, as the wrist lanyard becomes 
standard equipment on all dives! >.

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THE LIBERTY 


Pennsylvania Divers 
Give New Life To 
An Old Boat 


BY ELLSWORTH BOYD 





t is ironic that a salvaged speedboat 

named Liberty the Second will be 
launched in Pennsylvania on the Fourth 
of July. The pride of the racing circuit in 
1922 until she flipped and sank in Lake 
Conneaut, Pennsylvania, the boat stands 
for fair play and freedom. She is an 
emancipation proclamation for two div- 
ers—Bill Houghton and Brian Simpson— 
who were unmercifully harassed by state 
Officials for trying to do what was right.

They simply wanted to restore and pro- 
tect the integrity of their find and share its 
heritage with the people of Crawford 
County whose lake preserved the elegant 
speedboat for 63 years. 

Proving that truth is stranger than fic- 
tion, Liberty the Second not only fought 
bureaucratic state intervention during her 
hiatus of ownership after salvage, but en- 
dured sabotage, bootlegging and high- 
stakes gambling while touring the racing 
circuit in the 1920s. 

The fact that Houghton (who resur- 
rected the departed) is a funeral director 
in Linesville and Simpson (a policeman) 
had to prove that justice really is for all, 
makes the tale entertaining and honor- 
able. It's an American dream come true, 
but it almost became a nightmare. 

‘The nightmarish part of the whole 
venture,’’ Houghton explains, “‘is that we 
knew about state permits and three times 
contacted the Pennsylvania Historical 
and Museum Commission to ask for one. 
They ignored our calls and letters so we 
went through our local historical society, 
which got a call into the commission. But 
a representative of the commission re- 
sponded by saying the boat would be im- 
possible to get out of the mud and even 
if we got it out, it would fall apart when we 
brought it up. 

‘The worst of the nightmare is yet to 








come. We jetted the boat out of six feet 
of mud—an awesome task—and when 
we raised it, Liberty the Second was in 
fantastic condition, unbelievably pre- 
served in the mud and cold water all 
those years. Then the commission leaped 
into action. A letter from the executive di- 
rector stated that we didn’t secure a per- 
mit to raise the boat, that we should con- 
tact them within 48 hours, or else they 
would ‘pursue other options to ensure 
protection of the recovered vessel.’ 

‘“Talk about bureaucratic boon- 
doggling!’’ Houghton says. ‘‘The state 
commission laid claim to the boat and ac- 
cused us of disturbing a state owned ar- 
chaeological specimen without permis- 
sion. They threatened my license as a 
practicing funeral director and said Bill 
would lose his job as a state trooper. 
They asked if we had an attorney! They 
sent a ‘wood technologist’ to take core 
samples of the boat for microscopic ex- 
amination. But the expert simply poked 
around with a screwdriver and penknife 
and said, ‘You see, this boat is not brand 
new!’ There was also talk of the commis- 
sion sinking the boat until future plans 
could be made.”’ 

That was the last straw for Houghton 
and Simpson. For seven years they had 
researched Liberty the Second, investing 
thousands of dollars and inestimable 
hours trying to locate her. They retained 
attorneys Theodore Watts and Alan Pepi- 
celli, who quickly declared the Pennsyl- 
vania State Historic Preservation Act un- 
constitutional. Then they approached the 
local Crawford County Historical Society, 
which obtained custody of the boat for 
restoration. With the help of attorney Den- 
nis Watson, a non-profit local foundation 
was formed to restore and manage Liber- 
ty the Second—under the auspices of 
Houghton and Simpson—at a cost of 
$80,000, money the Pennsylvania Histor- 
ical and Museum Commission was un- 
willing to provide. 

The rest is history. On the Fourth of Ju- 
ly, Lake Conneaut will be visited by more 
than 10,000 cheering local folks and visi- 
tors who will witness Liberty the Second 
launched and racing again. 

It all sounds simple now, but it wasn't 
easy when Houghton and Simpson were 
covering every niche of the lake for 
years, discovering seven ferryboats and 
hundreds of old bottles. Acting on a tip 
from 80 year old Bronson Luty, who 
spent his childhood at his father’s lake- 
front cottage, Houghton and Simpson got 
the clue that won the prize in the Liberty 
sweepstakes. Luty remembered the ex- 
act spot he had seen hardhat divers 
probing the muddy depths of the 929 
acre lake. 

Using a $1,000 CVR-200 color density 
scanner that Houghton describes as a 
‘glorified fish finder that looks like a tele- 
vision set,’’ the divers passed over an 
area that indicated the projection of a 
small metal part. The part turned out to be 
the rudder; the rest of the boat was bur-

ied upside down in the mud. 


With help from Robert Mast, Richard 


Myers and Pennsylvania State Police div- 
ers, the salvors used a portable dredge 
to suck the mud away so lifting straps 
could be slipped under the bow and 
stern. Divers worked eight days, strictly 
by feel, in 43 feet of water. 

‘| could see a little bit of the boat when 
| first went down,”’ Simpson recalls. ‘But 
in about two minutes mud and silt 
blocked out everything. Some of us 
worked with our eyes closed because we 
imagined seeing things in the pitch dark- 
ness that lights won't penetrate. It was 
ghostly down there to say the least.”’ 

The ghosts of the 1920s were exor- 
cised as the craft was slowly winched to 
the surface. Divers used a special lifting 
device made of four inch well casing at- 
tached to the boom from an amphibious 
craft furnished by the Linesville Volunteer 
Fire Department. At 20 feet the heavy en- 
gine caused the boat to shift in the slings, 
forcing divers to tow Liberty across the

lake to shallow water. At Oakland Beach 
a pump was used to float the vessel, 
which was greeted by cheers from hun- 
dreds of spectators and champagne 
toasts from the divers. 

The mahogany hull was in excellent 
condition, the boat incurred minimal dam- 
age, and the only leak was in the stuffing 
box packing. Liberty the Second, printed 
in large white letters on the side, could be 
read easily. Smaller letters, printed in 
gold, read H.N.S. for Harry N. Snavely, 
the owner and driver of the highly ranked 
speedboat. More white letters across the 
transom identified Snavely’s home and 
the boat's berth as Pittsburg, PA. 

The engine was an experimental de- 
sign developed by the boat's namesake, 
Liberty Engines of Pittsburg. The 450 
horsepower, V-8, fuel injection model 
was built in World War | for replacements 
in ‘‘Jenny”’ trainer airplanes. But test 
flights proved the engine to be too heavy 
and powerful for aircraft. How Snavely 
acquired the engine is still a mystery. 
There were only 15 originals built and 
Snavely dared to put one in a speedboat. 
(Only three exist today: Smithsonian Insti- 
tution, Washington, D.C. and Wright-Pat-

the other two.) Divers found the engine 
devoid of rust after more than six dec- 
ades underwater. When the spark plugs 
were removed, some cylinders still had 
air compression in them. The engine, like 
the boat, was in good condition. 

Power boat racing in those days was a 
major sport on Conneaut and other lakes 
in the area. World War | was over and 
people were resuming lifestyles denied 
them during hostilities with Germany. 
Some regattas drew crowds of 20,000 
spectators, many of them regular fans of 
the racing circuit. In the crowds were high 
stakes gamblers who wagered hundreds 
of dollars per race, big money in those 
days. Snavely and his boat were victims 
of a gambler’s ploy reported in the Mead- 
ville Republican Newspaper in 1922: 
‘The Liberty the Second, it is alleged, 
was tampered with by gamblers who had 
placed heavy bets against her. Upon ex- 
amination, a large quanity of emery was 
found in the gasoline in her tank, which 
put the engine quite out of commission.” 

After the incident, Snavely had special 
screens and seals placed on all intake 
areas of the engine to avert further foul 
play. Then he tuned the engine in prepa- 
ration for what he figured to be an as- 
tounding new world record. He had al- 
ready tied the world record at 65 mph, 
but felt he had reached only the tip of the 
iceberg in his sleek, aircraft-engine pow- 
ered speedster. Clocked unofficially at 78 
mph, Liberty was practicing at nearly 
double the speed of that year’s American 
Gold Cup winner, which captured the De- 
troit River race in a time of 42 mph. But 
Snavely’s dreams were shattered during 
a time trial of the featured race on Lake 
Conneaut in September, 1922. 

A counterpart of modern-day hydro- 
planes, the boat's design was unusual. 
The rudder was in the bow rather than in 
the stern along with the propeller. The 20 
foot hull was flat-bottomed to prevent 
counterplaning. Therefore, when she got 
going the only things that touched the 
surface were the propeller and rudder. A 
rule of thumb was, ‘Don’t lean at high 
speed.’’ When his magneto faltered, 
Snavely handed the tiller to his mechanic 
and leaned over to make an adjustment. 
The front rudder caught a small wake and 
the top-heavy boat flipped, throwing the 
two men clear. Both escaped unharmed, 
but the boat sank in minutes. 

Today, a new saga has begun. Snave- 
ly’s pride and joy will plane again and no- 
body will lean at high speed. Roy Palmer, 
an expert aviation mechanic, came out of 
retirement to rebuild the engine. Douglas 
Van Patten, dean of nautical archaeolo- 
gy, supervised restoration of the hull. Lib- 
erty the Second, rumored to have en- 
gaged in bootlegging when she wasn't 
thrilling crowds at regattas, will race 
again. And, it’s all thanks to the sport div- 
ers, Crawford County Historical Society, 
generous people and companies who 
donated thousands of dollars for restora-

Cressi-sub Galaxie 


TEXT AND PHOTOGRAPHY BY ERIC HANAUER 


he name is the same, but Cressi’s 
Galaxie regulator has changed. First 
introduced in 1982, the Italian firm’s 
product has been updated for 1986 with 
an improved first stage and a venturi tube 
in the second stage. The result is easier 
breathing with increased flow volume. 
Cressi-sub is one of Italy's major man- 
ufacturers of diving equipment and also 
one of the oldest. Founded in 1942 under 
the name of // Pescatore Subacqueo 
Cressi (Cressi Underwater Fisherman, for 
those readers whose Italian is rusty), the 
Genoa-based company pioneered sever- 
al items that have gained worldwide ac- 
ceptance. They produced the first dou- 
ble-seal mask back in the 1950s and the 
first optical mask a decade later. Today 
their Rondine Gara, with its snappy fiber- 
glass blade, is the longest fin available. 
Skin divers have embraced it as the most 
efficient means of getting down quickly 
with minimum effort. Cressi products are 
distributed in the United States by Cressi- 
sub of Hialeah, Florida. 


Despite its Italian origin, the Galaxie 
regulator is heavily influenced by Ameri- 
can design and divers on these shores 
will note many familiar features. The first 
stage is a balanced, flow-through piston 
design. Essentially, the piston is the sole 
moving part in the mechanism. A hole 
through the center of the piston equalizes 
pressure on both ends of it. Thus, low 
tank pressure has little effect on air deliv- 
ery and breathing effort does not in- 
crease significantly when you are near 
the end of your air supply. The only dis- 
advantage of such an arrangement is that 
the submersible pressure gauge should 
be carefully monitored: The warning of 
breathing restriction when low on air is so 
subtle it might not be noticed. 

Intermediate pressure is set by tension 
on the piston spring, which can be adjust- 
ed by turning the end cap with a special 
tool. The movement of the cap is trans- 
mitted to a bushing by means of three 
pins attached to an adjustment ring. Inter- 
mediate pressure is set at 132 psi by the 


factory and adjustments should be madg@ 
only by a qualified repair technician. | 

For 1986, the Galaxie first stage has 4 
second high pressure port and a fourth 
low pressure port. The low pressure 
ports are on a swivel, allowing flexibilit 
in setting up hoses for accessories. The 
first stage has also been modified tc 
allow environmental protection by means 
of silicone injection. Eight small holes 
around the perimeter of the housing re- 
place the four larger holes on the olc 
model. Silicone grease is injectea 
through the holes, which fills the spring 
chamber. Thus, water pressure is trans: 
mitted through the silicone rather than di 
rectly. The advantage is that sand, sal 
and grit particles are kept out of contact 
with the piston and its O-ring. This results 
in reduced wear and better performance 
between annual maintenance. 

The second stage housing is chrome 
plated brass, but in keeping with curren 
fashion, the cover is ABS thermoplastic. 
Our test regulator was yellow, but green 





and blue covers are also available. For 
traditionalists, there is even a chrome 
model. Photographers will appreciate the 
plastic covers, not only because they can 
be coordinated with a model's mask, but 
also because they don’t cause hot spots 
by reflecting the light of the strobe. 
Inside is a conventional lever action 
downstream valve. A small tube projects 
upward from the valve chamber and 
makes a right angle bend, ending in a 
flared opening inside the mouthpiece ori- 
fice. Looking into the business end of the 
mouthpiece, you see something resem- 
bling a miniature trumpet. This is the ven- 
turi tube. When the diver demands air, 
the flow through the tube creates a partial 


acuum that keeps the diaphragm de- 
pressed and sucks additional air inside 
he regulator along with it. The effect re- 
sembles a power assist, reducing inhala- 
ion effort. This is especially apparent 

hen sucking hard on the surface. The 
high airflow rate will surprise you if you 
are not prepared for it. 

The lever angle, and cracking effort, 
can be adjusted without removing the 
cover. First remove the hose, then loosen 
the lock nut underneath. The adjusting 
screw can then be turned. Like the first 
stage adjustment, this should be done by 
a trained technician, but can be per- 
formed by the owner in an emergency. 

Both the diaphragm and exhaust valve 
are clear silicone rubber, as is the mouth- 
piece. The rubber exhaust tee is secured 
by two screws so it isn't likely to get lost. 

Two days were spent test diving the 
Galaxie, one at Catalina Island and one 
off the Orange County coast. In each 
case, a slingshot valve was used on the 
tank so the Galaxie’s performance could 
be compared with a more familiar regula- 
tor. A side-by-side comparison is impor- 
tant to establish a point of reference.

The most evident characteristic of the 
Galaxie is its high airflow rate at the sur- 
face and in shallow water. This is accom- 
panied by a slight whistling sound, as if 
a beginner were trying to whistle and not 
quite making it. The venturi tube was do- 
ing its job and reminding me of it. Down 
to a depth of 50 feet, | could detect no dif- 
ference between the Galaxie and my ref- 
erence regulator, an ultra high-perfor- 
mance model. Below that depth, how- 
ever, there was a difference and the 
deeper | went, the more apparent it be- 
came. Although the Galaxie provided 
plenty of air to meet my needs, a slight re- 
striction was felt at the end of a long, hard 
breath. That might be owing to the 90 de- 
gree bend of the venturi tube, which 


Causes more turbulence in the denser air. 

On a head first descent there is a slight 
stutter, but the regulator is dry with no 
freeflow. In the normal face-down swim- 
ming position, breathing was easy with a 
natural feel and no water leakage. The 
same was true in a vertical position. It got 
a bit harder when looking upward and 
harder yet, with a slight water leak, on my 
back. Since divers seldom get on their 
backs underwater (except when testing 
regulators) this is no cause for concern. 

Sipping air slowly resulted in easy 
breathing, with a natural feel. This is ow- 
ing to the low cracking effort and the re- 
sponsive downstream valve mechanism 
of the second stage. When the regulator 
is removed from the mouth with the 
mouthpiece up, a slight freeflow occurs. 


It won't stop by itself; the mouthpiece has 
to be turned downward. Clearing the sec- 
ond stage of water was effortless, requir- 
ing only minimal air. Pushing the purge 
button resulted in a gentle zephyr rather 
than a tornado-like blast, but that’s all 
that’s necessary. 

The Galaxie is Cressi’s top-of-the-line 
regulator. It is a tested, conventional de- 
sign, the basic concept of which dates 
back some 20 years. And yet, it has been 
updated periodically to keep up with cur- 
rent trends. With a one year limited war- 
ranty, the retail price is $280 at your 
Cressi dealer.

ince this is the July (as in Fourth of 

July) issue of SDM, what could be 
more appropriate than an article on a 
buoyancy compensator called ‘‘Free- 
dom.’ Of course, this BC could have 
been called ‘‘Ambidextrous,’’ but that 
would be another month altogether. 
(More on this aspect later.) 

The Freedom BC from Sherwood takes 
the hottest new BC jacket style (strap 
shoulders) and adds several comfort and 
design innovations. 

Both the 12 mil thick urethane inner 
bladder and the 400 denier, heavy weave 
nylon outer bag are contoured to conform 
closely to the diver’s body. This not only 
increases comfort, but reduces drag in 
the water as well. The largest air cham- 
bers in the BC are low, near the diver’s 
waist, to float the diver straight up and 
high at the surface. No air chambers are 
present at the shoulders. Instead, there 
are nylon webbing straps that are easily 
tightened with just a pull down on their re- 





erwood

spective D-rings. These straps have 
snap-in buckles that make putting the BC 
on or taking it off a snap. The shoulders 
have thick, sewn-in padding for comfort. 
The result of this open chest design is 
more freedom of arm movement. Divers 
wearing drysuits with chest mounted in- 
flation valves will appreciate it as well. 

Further adjustments on the Freedom 
BC include a snap-in buckle across the 
chest and the padded, Velcro® closing 
waistband. This latter weaves through 
four large loops of nylon webbing on the 
inside of the BC. This not only holds the 
bottom in close to the diver’s waist, but 
the four loops serve as attachment points 
for four large D-rings. Heavy objects 
(such as gear bags) clipped to these D- 
rings are supported by the waist strap, 
taking strain off stitching. 

The Freedom BC has a plastic back- 
pack with a comfortable carrying handle 
at the top. The tank band is collapsible 
nylon webbing for easy packing in a gear 
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bag. It is secured by Velcro and a fold- 
over plastic buckle. Additionally, there is 
a flexible rubber cradle on the backpack, 
which helps grip and support the tank. 

The Freedom BC comes with a combi- 
nation manual/power inflator mecha- 
nism. A quick disconnect low pressure 
hose is included. The diver can dump the 
air in the BC simply by pulling down on 
the inflator hose, which opens a valve on 
the left shoulder. An overpressure relief 
valve is on the right rear panel. Velcro 
closing hose guides are on the left shoul- 
der and above the left pocket. 

The BC panels and the two large, Vel- 
cro closing pockets are mesh drained. 
The left pocket covers the stubbed at- 
tachment site for an optional CO, mecha- 
nism and holds a sewn-in key clip. 

One of the most unique aspects of the 
Freedom BC, and the one that makes it 
‘ambidextrous,’ is that both pockets can 
be altered by Velcro tabs to become slip- 
in sites for extra second stages. If your 
regulator's first stage forces your octo- 
pus’ LP hose to start out to the left, you 
no longer have to force it to curve back 
to the right to reach the appropriate pock- 
et. You could even carry two extra sec- 
ond stages if you'd like to be known as 
a mobile rescue station. Either pocket, 
when set up for the extra second stage, 
displays a high visibility orange tab to 
guide your buddy to the air. 

The Freedom BC comes in small, me- 
dium, large and extra large (30, 35, 44 
and 50 bounds of positive buoyancy, re- 
spectively) so there’s one to fit you. It is 
available in attractive navy blue/silver or 
black/yellow combinations and sug- 
gested retail is $320 for all sizes. Exer- 
cise your freedom—try one on at your 
Sherwood dealer. For dealer information 
contact Sherwood Scuba, 120 Church 
Street, Lockport, NY 14094. >t.

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hether to go or not to go with alumi- 
num dive tanks was a controversial 
Subject among divers for several years. 
In both verbal and written discussions 
about the use of aluminum tanks, several 
misconceptions evolved that have be- 
come almost mythical: They were based 
on false premises or illogical reasoning. 
This Technifacts will present enough fac- 
tual information to permit divers to form a 
viable opinion about the use of aluminum 
tanks for their particular way of using or 
treating a dive tank. 

Pure aluminum is a chemical element 
with the symbol Al and the atomic num- 
ber 13. In its pure state it is not particular- 
ly strong or stable. However, with a prop- 
er mix of other elements, such as a rela- 
tively small amount of silicon, manganese 
Or magnesium, the alloy can become 
quite stable and very strong. These char- 





acteristics are potent pluses for the use 
of aluminum in scuba cylinders. 

The primary manufacturer of aluminum 
scuba cylinders in the United States is 
Luxfer USA Limited, in Riverside, Califor- 
nia. Luxfer is an American subsidiary of 
British Alcan Aluminum, Ltd., with a sister 
cylinder company in the U.K. and a Ii- 
censee in Australia. Luxfer’s aluminum 
alloy used for scuba cylinders is desig- 
nated Alloy 6351-16 and primarily comes 
from one of Alcan’s large aluminum 
smelters in Canada. 

The smelter provides ingots of the 
proper alloy in approximate 100 inch 
lengths and various diameters, depend- 
ing on the ultimate product to be pro- 
duced. Ingots are given code numbers 
for identification. These numbers are 
used throughout the manufacturing proc- 
esses so any problems with the product 





can be traced back to a specific group of 
ingots, then to the batch at the smelter. 
Some aluminum alloy ingots received by 
Luxfer at their California plant are made 
into scuba cylinders. 

Quality control at the Luxfer plant is ex- 
tremely high. First, the 100 inch long ing- 
ots are cut with high speed saws into 
slugs of the proper length. Each slug then 
receives the cast code number. The 
slugs are surface machined to remove 
any impurities or defects that may be 
harmful to the finished cylinder. Each slug 
is then properly lubricated in a modern, 
computer controlled line prior to being 
extruded into a cylinder. 

The slugs go to a huge extrusion press 
that can exert a pressure of up to seven 
million pounds of thrust, one of the larg- 
est such presses in the world. The cold 
impact extrusion process produces a

seamless scuba cylinder shell. When this 
is ejected from the press, it goes to an in- 
spector who gauges the wall and bottom 


thicknesses. If the shell passes this test, 


and nearly all of them do, it goes on to the 
next step. If it fails the test, it goes to the 
aluminum scrap pile. 

The end of the shell is trimmed to the 
proper length and sent to Luxfer’s special 
warm neck forming presses where the 
top end is tapered and rounded to ulti- 
mately receive the valve threads. After 
this stage, the DOT specification numbers

are roll stamped on the neck. 

Prior to threading, the nearly complete 
shell goes to a heat treating furnace and 
quenching tank that gives Luxfer’s scuba 
cylinders consistently high physical prop- 
erties. Lots of 200 or fewer tanks are 
treated to permit hardening of the metal 
so it will reach the designated T6 temper- 
ature. The temperature in the heat treat- 
ing furnace and the time the cylinder is 
left in it are critical, and carefully moni- 
tored and controlled. 

The nearly complete cylinder goes toa 
milling and threading machine next, 
where it is trimmed to the proper length 
and the threads cut inside the neck. It is 
then thoroughly cleaned in order to re- 
move all residual oil or aluminum. 

Finally, the cylinder is hydrotested in 
accordance with DOT regulations and the 
hydro date is stamped on it. The newly 
created tank is now steam cleaned, air 
dried, painted, given a visual inspection 
and placed in the shipping rack.

diver; even when used under the very 
stringent environmental requirements of 
saltwater scuba diving. The report did 
add, however, that such long term use 
was contingent on the diver taking proper 
care of the cylinder. Three steps in the 
maintenance program were stressed: 

1. Carefully clean the aluminum dive 
tank after use. 

2. If the tank valve has a brass K-valve 
extender, it should be chrome plated.

3. The neck threads of the valve should 
be lubricated as suggested by Luxfer. 
Luxfer suggests cleaning the external 
surface of the tank, when in normal sport 
diving use, by scrubbing with soap and 
water or a solvent wipe if the soap and 
water fails to remove the deposits. 
Luxfer cautions, ‘‘Please make certain 
that the product used is specifically 
marked ‘suitable for aluminum.’ Other- 
wise, serious damage could occur result- 
ing in reduction in wall thickness and in- 
herent strength.’ All manuals dealing 
with the care and cleaning of aluminum 
cylinders repeatedly warn against the use 
of caustics, acids or high heat sources. 
For internal cleaning Luxfer suggests, 
“Diving cylinders in normal use can ac- 
cumulate internal contaminants which 
may detrimentally affect their use.’’ The 
following procedures are recommended 
for internal cleaning of aluminum cylin- 
ders. [These should be done only by per- 
sonnel trained in these procedures. | 


Moisture and Light Oil—Steam clean 
and blow dry. 


Oil and Grease—Degrease with 1.1.1 
trichloroethane. (Please observe caution 
as recommended by the manufacturer.) 
Steam clean and blow dry. 


Odor—Rinse with a solution of baking 
soda (sodium bicarbonate), then rinse 
with a solution of vinegar (acetic acid) 
and water. Steam clean and blow dry. 

Corrosion—Tumble with aluminum ox- 
ide chips or pellets. Steam clean and 
blow dry. 

The diver should keep in mind that alu- 
minum forms a light, very tight, oxide 
coating almost as soon as it is exposed 
to air. It is not necessary, nor desirable, 
to remove this thin coating. 

In the University of Rhode Island report 
referred to previously, it was suggested, 
‘The sensitivity of aluminum to corrosion 
by trace elements, such as copper, ina 
corrosive and saline atmosphere does 
suggest consumer caution when cleaning 
out aluminum tanks. Steam cleaning and 
hot air drying is probably the most benign 
treatment and the user should rigorously 
avoid fluorine Compounds or any other 
chemical on which high pressure oxygen 
tests in a saline environment have not 
been carried out.”’ 


The Compressed Gas Association, Inc. 
(CGA) booklet CGA C-6.1-1984, Stand- 
ards for Visual Inspection of High Pres- 
sure Aluminum Gas Cylinders, states, in 
paragraph 2.7, ‘Corrosion is the loss of 
metal thickness by some corrosive media 
and is usually apparent from a general

loss of wall thickness or pitting. Serious 
corrosion of aluminum will appear as a 
roughened and discolored area with a 
white deposit sometimes associated with 
the corrosion.’ 

Paragraph 2.7.1 defines general corro- 
sion as a Somewhat uniform loss of metal 
in a relatively large area. It may be diffi- 
cult to see unless very pronounced. 

Both Luxfer and the CGA manuals 
warn against use of an aluminum dive 
cylinder that has been exposed to raised 
temperatures. Paragraph 4.6.2 of the 
CGA manual suggests that common evi- 
dence of exposure to fire includes: 

1. Charring or blistering of the paint or 
other protective coating. 

2. Melting or scarring of the metal. 

3. Distortion of the cylinder. 

4. Melting of the burst disc. 

5. Melting of the plastic valve handles. 

Exposure to high temperature sources 
other than fire that can also produce met- 
al temperatures in excess of 350°F in- 
clude processes such as paint baking, 
oven drying and vinyl coatings. Both 
Luxfer and the CGA specify that any alu- 
minum cylinder exposed to a tempera- 
ture of 8350°F or more should be removed 
from service and condemned. 

Subject to the minimal care outlined in 
the preceding paragraphs, the bottom 
line seems to be that a high-tech alumi- 
num cylinder, as manufactured by Luxfer, 
should outlast a steel tank by several life- 
times, provided it is given the recom- 
mended care. 

Luxfer has published three Technical 
Bulletins that deal with the care and main- 
tenance of scuba cylinders. These are: 
Paint Strippers and Aluminum Cylinders: 
Valve Insertion and Removal Procedure 
for Scuba Service Employing %4” NGS 
Threads; and Temperature Exposure of 
Scuba Cylinders.

The School Of Hard Knocks

A: a boy of 16 | started free diving off the 
coast of Southern California at a place 
called Point Dume. One summer a friend 
and | worked hard learning to hold our 
breath underwater and swim long dis- 
tances. We made crude, but effective 
spearpoles out of broom handles, a frog gig 
and surgical tubing. The next few years we 
spent many a summer day at our favorite 
dive spot. We speared fish and dove for pis- 
mo clams, which we cooked on the beach. 

Some 15 years later | moved to Houston, 
Texas. | became very involved with offshore 
fishing. One day | decided to take the old 
dive gear out of the closet. It seemed to be 
in pretty good shape. | took it with me one 
day, more as a gag than because | was se- 
riously considering spearfishing. | did try 
free diving, however, and was pleasantly 
surprised to see what | could do out there. 

This latter experience led me to take scu- 
ba lessons. Shortly after completing my cer- 
tification course | signed up for the first 
spearfishing trip | could find. Since the store 
whose classes | had attended didn't have 
plans to make a spearfishing trip in the near 
future, | booked a trip with a different store. 
This was a mistake. 

Blinded by this newfound freedom, | 
armed myself with a new speargun, 
grabbed my gear and boarded the boat. | 
found myself surrounded by strangers. 
There was no one | Knew on this trip and | 
was assigned a buddy | didn't know. 

On the way out the divemaster instructed 
us as to where and how we were going to 
dive. To my astonishment, we were told we 
would have to wear either a wetsuit or cloth- 
ing. Since | am a warm water (only) diver, 
| had no wetsuit. Oh well, | thought, I'll wear 
my pants and long sleeved shirt. No big 
deal, | thought at the time. The next surprise 
came when we arrived at the first dive spot. 
The divemaster announced we were to en- 
ter the water with our BCs empty. We were 
to descend 25 feet and rendezvous with our 
buddies. Well, this was contrary to my re- 
cent training. | was apprehensive but | didn’t 
want to be left out. What the heck, | thought, 
it can’t be that tough. 

| had learned to care for my mask years 
ago. | didn’t like to use de-fog, | use spit. 
Since | was in the first group to enter the 





water, | hurriedly prepared my gear. The 
divemaster urged us to be quick. We didn't 
take time to check each other's gear, let 
alone our own. | donned my equipment 
hastily, making Sure my air was on. | pulled 
my mask over my face and took my place 
at the.gate. It was a little more than unset- 
tling when the dive coordinator pulled my 
mask off my face. He used de-fog on it, then 
rinsed it in a bucket of water before he stuck 
it back on me. 

We were to enter the water without our 
spearguns; they would be handed over- 
board to us. The divemaster’s instructions 
not to fill our BCs stuck in my mind. Be- 
cause of this | had to tread water while | 
waited for my speargun. After a few mo- 
ments of confusion as to which one was 
mine, it was handed to me. 

| had been huffing and puffing while trying 
to stay afloat and it was a relief to descend. 
However, my mask was not in place proper- 
ly and began to flood. Hoping to hand back 
the speargun so my hands would be free to 
clear and reseat my mask, | surfaced, tread- 
ing water. | had drifted too far from the boat 
for that to happen. My eyes were burning 
from the saltwater. | was exhausted and 


puffing as if | were running a marathon. Pan- 
ic had started to creep in. | descended once 
more to about 10 feet. | soon realized this 
wasn't going to work and | tried to surface 
once more. | was breathing so hard | blew 
the regulator out of my mouth three feet 
down. Thank God someone yelled, ‘‘Inflate 
your BC!” as | struggled on the surface. 

This episode was a severe blow to my 
ego, as well as to my confidence. But, it 
wasn't over yet: Having spent all that money 
and time preparing for this dive, | wasn’t to 
be daunted. | decided to try snorkeling to 
regain my confidence. It appeared to work. 

By the time we arrived at the second dive 
spot of the day, | felt OK. This time | took 
care to see that the mask was not going to 
be a problem. We geared up and | told the 
man at the gate, ‘No thanks, I'll spit in it.”’ 
Splash! Hurray! No leaking mask this time. 
| had taken the advice of the dive team lead- 
er and left the speargun behind. It was a 
good thing too. | met my buddy at 25 feet 
and we started down. | found that | was still 
a little shaken but | tried to shrug it off. 

When we reached 80 feet we hit the ther- 
mocline. | started getting confused and pan- 
icky. | motioned to my buddy that | wanted 
to go up. He looked at me, a little puzzled. 
| was hyperventilating and gagging in my 
regulator. As | ascended to the warmer wa- 
ter my mind cleared immediately. | got my 
breathing back under control, so | thought. 
Checking my air supply though, had slipped 
my mind—I! guess this was because | knew 
my buddy had to worry about bottom time 
(it was his second dive) and | didn’t. 

Just as he motioned it was time to go up, 
my tank went dry. | forced myself to remain 
calm, not Knowing how my buddy would re- 
act to an out-of-air gesture. Luckily for me 
he responded quickly and handed me his 
octopus. A few seconds more and | would 
have blown it. With every bit of my being, | 
managed to keep panic out of my mind—but 
just barely. As we ascended, | kept tugging 
upward on my buddy’s BC. 

This was not a good day to have had to 
put into practice what | had just learned in 
scuba class. But as you might haved 
guessed, | will never repeat that scenario 
again. It was a lesson well learned in the 
school of hard knocks! >t.
